The  Supreme  Council  was  called  off  and  a  Lodge  of 
Perfection  14°  was  declared  open.  A  large  number  of  Breth¬ 
ren  who  had  been  in  waiting  were  admitted  to  the  chamber. 

The  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  then  delivered  his 
Annual  Address  as  follows : 
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To  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish 

Rite  for  the  Dominion  of  Canada. 

Peers  and  Brethren: 

This  is  the  first  opportunity  I  have  had  to  formally  thank 
you  for  the  honour  you  conferred  upon  me  in  electing  me  to  the 
responsible  and  very  honourable  office  of  Most  Puissant 
Sovereign  Grand  Commander  of  the  Supreme  Council  33°. 

Although  I  am  quite  conscious  of  my  limitations  I  trust 
I  may  not  prove  wholly  unworthy  of  the  confidence  you  have 
reposed  in  me. 

I  do  not  expect  to  vie  with  the  Most  Puissant  Sovereign 
Grand  Commanders  who  have  preceded  me  and  whose  names 
are  high  on  the  Roll  of  Honour,  but  I  will  do  what  in  me  lies 
to  serve  you  and  our  Order  efficiently. 

Our  triennial  Session  at  Montreal  was,  as  it  always  has 
been  in  our  “Grand  East”,  notable  for  the  hospitality  shown 
us  by  our  Hosts,  who  are  past  masters  in  the  art  of  enter¬ 
taining  their  guests. 

There  is  no  place  where  a  Mason  can  so  truly  shy 

“Happy  to  meet, 

Sorry  to  part, 

Happy  to  meet  again.” 

as  in  Montreal. 

In  our  small  body  we  are  naturally  drawn  very  closely 
to  one  another  and  form  a  Brotherhood  not  in  name  only  but 
in  very  truth.  Our  “Good  byes”  to  one  another  if  not  on  the 
lip  are  in  the  heart  “God  be  with  you”  as  we  close  our  Supreme 
Council  for  one  year  and  disperse  till  the  next  meeting  is 
called. 

As  we  part  there  must  always  pass  through  the  mind  of 
each  one  of  us  “Will  our  circle  be  complete  a  year  hence?” 

Necrology 

We  now  mourn  the  passing  of  three  of  our  active  members. 
Ill.  Bro.  Elias  Talbot  Malone  33°,  Past  Grand  Treasurer- 
General  of  this  body  for  many  years  died  the  9th  day  of 
October,  1934.  His  death  was  not  unexpected.  He  had 
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enjoyed  a  long,  honourable,  and  very  distinguished  Ma¬ 
sonic  life,  particulars  of  which  will  appear  in  our  annual 
proceedings.  He  will  be  greatly  missed  by  his  Brethren  who 
held  him  in  high  esteem  and  warm  affection. 

Ill.  Bro.  Alex.  Chisholm  33°,  was  amongst  our  youngest 
active  members.  His  passing  on  the  22nd  of  July,  1935,  was 
a  shock  to  many  of  us  who  had  not  heard  of  his  short  illness. 
The  bodies  of  the  Rite  in  Toronto  will  miss  his  efficient  work 
and  his  wholesome  companionship.  Particulars  of  his 
Masonic  career  will  appear  in  our  annual  proceedings. 

Your  Grand  Commander  attended  the  funerals  of  each  of 
these  Brethren  and  was  greatly  impressed  with  the  evident 
affection  of  very  large  numbers  of  mourners,  friends,  and 
citizens  who  in  each  case  followed  our  Brethren  to  their  last 
earthly  resting  place. 

Ill.  Bro.  Frank  Goodell  Wait,  M.A.,  33°,  passed  away  on 
the  14th  day  of  August,  1935,  after  a  long  and  wearing  illness 
borne  with  Christian  fortitude. 

He  was  created  an  active  member  of  the  Supreme  Council 
on  the  23rd  day  of  October,  1919,  and  was  always  a  pains¬ 
taking  and  faithful  fellow  worker. 

Although  his  illness  has  prevented  him  during  the  last 
few  years  from  taking  the  active  interest  he  was  wont  to  do 
formerly  his  loss  will  be  felt  in  our  ranks.  Particulars  of  his 
Masonic  career  will  appear  in  our  annual  proceedings.

Stanley  C.  Warner,  Grand  Standard  Bearer,  as  the  representa¬ 
tive  of  this  Supreme  Council  near  the  Supreme  Council  33° 
for  the  Southern  Jurisdiction  of  the  United  States. 

I  have  also  approved  of  the  recommendation  of  the  Most 
Puissant  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  of  Panama,  Guillermo 
Andreve  33°,  that  Dr.  Hector  Valdes  33°,  be  our  representative 
near  the  Supreme  Council  of  Panama. 
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Visitations 

On  the  22nd  of  October  1934,  I  accepted  an  invitation  as  a 
Past  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  in  the 
Province  of  Ontario  and  also  as  the  Sovereign  Grand  Com¬ 
mander  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  to  attend 
and  take  part  in  an  anniversary  service  in  St.  Jude’s  Anglican 
Church,  Brantford.  The  attendance  of  the  Brethren  in  all 
ranks  of  Masonry  was  very  large,  the  church  being  crowded. 

On  the  30th  of  October  1934,  I  attended  a  luncheon  given 
at  the  Royal  York  Hotel  by  the  Toronto  Brethren  of  Moore 
Consistory.  This  luncheon  was  given  with  a  view  to  in¬ 
creasing  the  interest  of  the  members  of  Moore  Consistory, 
living  in  Toronto,  in  Scottish  Rite  matters.  The  speaker  was 
His  Grace  Most  Reverend  Derwyn  T.  Owen  33°.  The  at¬ 
tendance  was  large  and  the  interest  was  great.  The  address 
of  Ill.  Bro.  Owen  33°  was  much  appreciated. 

I  received  an  invitation  to  attend  the  Toronto  Lodge  of 
Perfection  on  the  12th  of  November  1934.  The  lodge  room 
was  crowded  and  the  exemplification  of  the  8th  degree  by  the 
Toronto  Lodge  of  Perfection  was  as  usual  most  dignified  and 
impressive.  I  was  received  as  the  Most  Puissant  Sovereign 
Grand  Commander  most  cordially.  The  evening  was  a  great 
success.  A  large  delegation  of  the  Hamilton  Brethren  accom¬ 
panied  me  on  that  occasion. 

I  received  an  invitation  to  attend  the  London  Lodge  of 
Perfection  on  the  21st  of  January,  1935.  This  was  intended 
as  a  formal  reception  for  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander. 
There  was  a  large  attendance  and  we  had  a  delightful  evening. 
The  work  of  the  London  Brethren  in  the  14th  degree  was  up  to 
the  usual  high  standard.  I  was  accompanied  by  Ill.  Bro.  Dr. 
Mcllwraith  33°,  Deputy  for  Ontario,  Ill.  Bro.  W.  H.  Davis 
33°,  Ill.  Bro.  James  A.  Henderson  33°,  and  a  number  of  other 
Hamilton  Brethren. 

On  the  10th  and  11th  of  February  1935,  your  Sovereign 
Grand  Commander,  accompanied  by  Ill.  Bro.  Dr.  Mcllwraith 
33°,  Deputy  for  Ontario,  Ill.  Bro.  James  A.  Henderson  33°, 
and  Ill.  Bro.  George  W.  Ballard  33°,  visited  Windsor  where  we 
witnessed  the  4th,  5th,  7th,  13th  and  14th  degrees  exemplified. 
Your  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  was  formally  received 
with  every  token  of  Brotherhood.  The  Brethren  in  Windsor 
have  been  discouraged  for  some  time  but  after  receiving  some 
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very  timely  advice  from  Ill.  Bro.  Mcllwraith  33°,  Deputy  for 
Ontario,  who  is  a  very  wise  counsellor,  they  seemed  to  take 
new  heart  and  we  hope  that  better  times  are  in  store  for  them. 

Having  received  an  invitation  as  your  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander  to  the  Annual  Convocation  of  the  Royal  Arch 
Masons  of  Canada  in  Kitchener,  I  attended  the  same  on  the 
26th  and  27th  of  February  and  was  received  as  the  Sovereign 
Grand  Commander  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish 
Rite  for  the  Dominion  of  Canada.  These  visits  to  other 
bodies  of  Masonry  are  very  valuable  as  it  enables  the  ideals  of 
the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  to  be  presented  to 
many  Brethren  and  Companions  who  never  have  other  oppor¬ 
tunities  of  meeting  members  of  the  Rite  or  learning  anything 
of  our  teachings  and  ambitions. 

On  the  28th  of  February  1935,  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
Elgin  Lodge  of  Perfection  was  held.  I  was  formally  received 
as  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander.  There  were  large  dele¬ 
gations  from  both  Hamilton  and  Toronto  present.  The 
election  and  installation  of  officers  was  conducted  by  Ill.  Bro. 
Dr.  Mcllwraith  33°,  Deputy  for  Ontario.  One  of  the  many 
pleasant  features  of  the  evening  was  the  presentation  of 
Honorary  Life  Membership  Certificates  to  Ill.  Bro.  A.  F. 
Webster  33°,  Past  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  Ill.  Bro. 
F.  J.  Howell  33°  Past  Lieut.  Grand  Commander  and  Ill.  Bro. 
George  Moore  33°  Past  Deputy  for  Ontario,  as  a  token  of 
appreciation  of  the  members  of  Elgin  Lodge  of  Perfection  for 
these  distinguished  Brethren,  who  since  the  institution  of 
Elgin  Lodge  of  Perfection  had  never  ceased  to  take  a  lively 
interest  in  its  progress. 

On  the  18th  of  April  I  attended  the  Maunday  Thursday 
ceremony  of  the  Toronto  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix.  There  was 
a  very  large  attendance  and  the  ceremonies  were  very  im¬ 
pressively  conducted.  Many  of  the  members  paid  very 
sincere  tributes  to  the  officers  for  placing  before  them  a 
spiritual  feast. 

In  all  these  visits  the  attitude  of  the  Brethren  to  the 
governing  body  has  been  most  loyal  and  your  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander,  at  all  meetings  where  degrees  were  conferred, 
has  been  impressed  not  only  by  the  sincerity  with  which  the 
Brethren  did  their  work  but  in  many  cases  by  the  outstanding 
ability  shown  in  portraying  our  ideals.

On  the  20th  day  of  December  1935,  a  complimentary 
dinner  was  given  at  the  Tamahaac  Club,  Ancaster,  by  the 
members  of  the  Supreme  Council  living  in  the  Valley  of  Ham¬ 
ilton  in  honour  of  Ill.  Bro.  F.  J.  Howell  33°  Past  Lieut.  Grand 
Commander  of  the  Supreme  Council. 

The  Brethren  wished  to  testify  to  the  strong  hold  that 
Ill.  Bro.  Howell  33°  had  on  their  affections,  and  the  great 
admiration  they  had  for  his  outstanding  qualities,  as  a  man, 
a  citizen,  a  Mason,  and  a  friend. 

These  sentiments  were  embodied  in  an  illuminated  ad¬ 
dress  presented  to  Ill.  Bro.  Howell  on  behalf  of  the  Brethren 
by  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander. 

Ill.  Bro.  Howell  in  accepting  the  address  made  an  inter¬ 
esting  and  feeling  reply. 

The  gathering  was  a  most  delightful  one. 

Conference  at  Brussels 

In  accordance  with  the  sanction  of  the  individual  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Supreme  Council  your  Sovereign  Grand  Com¬ 
mander,  accompanied  by  his  daughter  Mrs.  Arthur  W.  Allan, 
set  out  on  the  5th  June  to  attend  the  conference  of  the  repre¬ 
sentatives  of  the  Supreme  Councils  33°  Ancient  and  Accepted 
Scottish  Rite  from  different  parts  of  the  two  hemispheres  who 
had  agreed  to  assemble  on  the  15th  of  June  1935,  in  conference 
at  Brussels  in  Belgium. 

We  sailed  by  the  “Normandie”,  the  great  new  vessel  of 
the  French  Line,  on  the  7th  of  June  from  New  York.  After 
touching  at  Plymouth  to  allow  passengers  destined  for  Eng¬ 
land  to  land  we  arrived  at  Havre  in  France  in  the  early  evening 
of  June  12th  and  immediately  took  a  special  train  from  Havre 
to  Paris.  We  sailed  by  the  Normandie  in  order  to  enjoy  the 
fellowship  of  the  delegation  from  the  Northern  Jurisdiction 
of  the  United  States.  We  were  well  repaid  as  all  our  com¬ 
panions  were  most  congenial  and  friendships  were  formed  that 
I  hope  will  endure  throughout  our  lives. 

We  remained  in  Paris  until  Saturday  morning  the  15  th 
of  June  and  reached  Brussels  about  1  o’clock  p.m.  The 
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conference  was  opened  on  Saturday  afternoon  June  15th  and 
after  Ill.  Bro.  Armand  Anspach,  Sovereign  Grand  Commander 
of  Belgium  was  elected  Chairman  of  the  Conference  and  Ill. 
Bro.  Georges  Petre  was  elected  Secretary,  we  listened  to  an 
able  address  of  welcome  by  the  newly  elected  Chairman.  The 
conference  was  then  divided  into  three  committees.  Com¬ 
mittee  No.  1  being  for  the  purpose  of  considering  legitimate 
and  regular  Supreme  Councils  and  their  organization.  Com¬ 
mittee  No.  2  being  for  the  purpose  of  considering  protection 
against  irregular  and  clandestine  organizations.  Committee 
No.  3  being  for  the  purpose  of  considering  unification  of  the 
Rite. 

A  certain  number  of  delegates  to  the  conference  were 
appointed  to  each  of  these  committees.  The  committees 
worked  independently  of  each  other  and  it  was  only  on  the  last 
day  that  the  conference  again  met  as  a  whole.  Each  of  the 
committees  that  had  been  engaged  in  the  portion  of  work 
assigned  to  it  then  gave  a  synopsis  of  its  findings  and  the  con¬ 
ference  as  a  whole  then  adopted  or  rejected  as  it  saw  fit  the 
findings  of  the  several  committees. 

The  committee  of  which  I  was  a  member  listened  gen¬ 
erally  to  the  difficulties  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish 
Rite  in  the  several  countries  which  the  members  represented. 
They  were  working  under  great  and  sometimes  insurmount¬ 
able  difficulties.  The  powers  that  opposed  Masonry  in  all  the 
Continental  European  countries  were  and  are  very  powerful 
and,  rightly  or  wrongly,  are  afraid  of  Masonry  and  what  they 
term  the  underground  work,  that  is  a  political  menace  to  the 
several  countries. 

The  work  was  carried  on  in  French  and  English  with 
occasional  interlardings  of  Spanish.  As  your  Sovereign 
Grand  Commander  unfortunately  knows  nothing  of  the 
French  language  he  must  confess  that  he  lost  a  great  deal  of 
what  was  said  by  the  different  members  of  the  committee. 
There  was  an  interpreter  who  gave  a  translation  of  what  each 
speaker  had  said.  Your  Sovereign  Grand  Commander, 
however,  came  to  the  conclusion  that  it  took  the  interpreter  a 
much  shorter  time  to  state  what  was  said  than  it  had  taken  the 
member  to  say  in  French  or  Spanish  what  were  the  difficulties 
of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  in  the  part  of  the 
world  which  he  represented  before  the  members  of  the  com¬ 
mittee.  This  is  intended  as  no  reflection  on  the  interpreter, 
who  was  a  brother  of  high  standing  and  a  high  sense  of  his 
duty. 
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We  were  helped  very  much  on  these  several  committees 
by  Most  Puissant  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  Cowles, 
Sovereign  Grand  Commander  of  the  Southern  Jurisdiction  of 
the  United  States,  who  has  had  great  experience  with  the 
various  members  of  the  Supreme  Councils  which  were  meeting 
at  Brussels  and  who  is  respected,  trusted,  and  loved  by  all  the 
members.  We  also  depended  on  Most  Puissant  Sovereign 
Grand  Commander  Melvin  M.  Johnson,  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander  for  the  Northern  Jurisdiction  of  the  United  States 
who,  while  having  occupied  the  position  of  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander  for  a  much  shorter  period  than  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander  Cowles,  has  had  prior  experience  with  our  Broth¬ 
ers  from  all  parts  of  the  world.  He  is  an  able  man,  whose 
great  common  sense  and  learning  will  prevent  him  from  being 
unduly  influenced  to  the  hurt  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted 
Scottish  Rite.  The  result,  I  believe,  is  that  in  all  these  com¬ 
mittees,  while  there  were  many  difficult  questions  to  endeavour 
to  solve,  the  Conference  as  a  whole  was  very  conservative  in 
the  conclusions  arrived  at. 

It  was  decided  that  we  could  not  have  written  com¬ 
munications  with  the  Governments  or  Powers  that  be  in  any 
of  these  several  countries  in  an  endeavour  to  explain  our 
Masonic  beliefs  and  aims  and  with  a  view  to  help  Masonic 
bodies  that  were  suffering  from  persecutions. 

It  is  very  hard  for  those  of  us  in  the  United  States  and 
Canada  to  realize  the  difficult  positions  in  which  the  Supreme 
Councils,  especially  on  the  continent  of  Europe,  find  them¬ 
selves,  and,  fighting  as  they  are  with  their  backs  to  the  wall, 
they  may  not  be  so  careful,  as  we  would  be,  in  expressing 
their  intentions  to  those  powers  in  the  different  parts  of 
Europe  who  are  trying  to  exterminate  Masonry  in  all  its 
forms. 

On  Saturday  night  the  15th  of  July  there  was  a  meeting 
of  the  bodies  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite 
Supreme  Council  in  Brussels,  held  for  the  purpose  of  receiving 
the  delegates  to  the  conference.  The  meeting  was  held  in  a 
beautiful  lodge  room  and  the  members  of  the  Brussels  body 
of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  were  presented 
according  to  their  ranks.  Addresses  were  then  given  in 
French  or  the  Belgian  language.  While  your  Sovereign 
Grand  Commander  did  not  understand  the  addresses  as 
delivered,  he  did  feel  that  on  looking  into  the  faces  of  those 
who  were  assembled  that  he  was  amongst  friends  and  Brethren 
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as  real  as  those  whom  he  might  meet  in  any  Masonic  gathering 
either  in  the  United  States  of  America  or  Canada.  It  was  a 
very  impressive  meeting  and  those  who  spoke  were  orators 
of  ability. 

The  spirit  of  Brotherhood  was  very  apparent.  After 
the  addresses  there  was  a  musical  programme  of  great  merit. 
Before  the  lodge  was  closed  we  had  refreshments  and  a  great 
shaking  of  hands  with  Brethren  whose  language  we  could  not 
understand.  But  in  every  Masonic  gathering  there  is  the 
language  of  the  heart  and  in  looking  into  each  others  eyes  we 
understood  and  held  each  other  in  esteem  and  affectionate 
regard. 

On  Sunday  morning  the  Masons  of  Brussels  entertained 
their  guests  by  taking  them  to  Antwerp  by  train  and  then  on  a 
fine  boat  to  inspect  the  wonderful  Antwerp  harbour.  The 
works  of  men  are  wonderful.  It  was  a  fascinating  day.  The 
dry  docks,  locks,  canals,  are  waterways  of  limitless  numbers 
and  vast  extent.  The  wharves,  warehouses,  buildings,  cranes 
and  all  kinds  of  devices  to  effect  loadings  and  unloadings  of 
vessels,  and  shops  for  the  building  and  repair  of  ships  were 
apparently  without  number.  Vessels  from  all  parts  of  the 
world  were  there.  Unhappily  many  of  them  had  been  there, 
some  for  months,  some  for  years,  because  there  was  lack  of 
work  for  them  to  do.  One  might  suppose  such  an  inspection 
would  be  a  dull  monotony.  It  was  quite  the  reverse.  All  the 
guests  were  most  interested  and  alert.  When  we  had  been 
out  about  an  hour  light  refreshments  with  beef  tea  were 
passed  around.  We  thought  we  were  fortunate.  About  an 
hour  afterwards  we  sat  down  to  a  banquet  that  would  make  a 
king  envious.  You  know  how  I  hate  to  dwell  on  the  subject 
of  liquid  refreshments.  I  will  therefore  just  pause  to  give  you 
time  for  reflection.  It  took  us  about  four  hours  to  enjoy  the 
banquet — and  to  inspect  the  waterways. 

After  that  work  had  been  completed  we  were  taken  to  the 
Zoo  and  spent  an  hour  or  two  examining  the  animals,  birds, 
fish,  flowers,  artificial  grottos,  hills,  caves  and  bridges.  I 
never  saw  so  many  animals  in  one  afternoon  in  my  life.  It  is  a 
wonderful  park,  whose  beauty  and  charm  will  remain  with  me 
for  life.  We  reached  Brussels  again  in  time  for  a  late  dinner. 

On  Monday  morning,  Monday  afternoon,  and  again  on 
Tuesday  morning  our  Committee  was  at  work,  going  over 
again  the  grievances,  the  hardships  and  the  disappointments 
of  one  Supreme  Council  or  another. 
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On  Monday  evening  we  attended  another  lodge  meeting. 
The  attendance  was  as  large  as  at  the  preceding  meeting. 

On  this  occasion  we  had  apparently  an  examination  in 
one  of  the  degrees  consisting  of  questions  by  the  Master  and 
answers  by  several  of  the  brethren. 

The  whole  work  was  done  very  smoothly  and  in  a  very 
masterly  manner.  There  were  no  hesitations  or  stammerings 
or  stutterings. 

Then  there  was  a  presentation  of  a  medal  to  each  one  of 
about  twenty-five  members.  The  Master  in  making  the  pres¬ 
entation  walked  along  the  line  of  Brethren  who  stood  in  two 
rows.  One  row  being  on  the  right  side  and  the  other  on  the 
left  side  of  the  lodge.  He  shook  hands  with  each  member  and 
then  kissed  each  member  three  times  right,  left,  right  on  the 
cheeks.  A  very  touching  performance.  I  wondered  how  our 
Masters  would  comport  themselves  in  such  a  time  of  trial. 

There  were  addresses  again  on  this  occasion  and  as  on  the 
first  occasion  the  addresses  were  given  by  cultured  men 
evidently  quite  accustomed  to  speaking  and  well  acquainted 
with  the  subject  they  had  in  hand. 

I  left  Brussels  with  the  conviction  that  if  we  had  not 
accomplished  all  that  we  would  like  to  have  done  in  the  way 
of  assistance  to  our  Brethren  the  meeting  of  all  the  Brethren 
from  the  two  hemispheres  brought  us  so  close  together  that  it 
re-awakened  in  us  a  stronger  desire  to  help  those  who  are  less 
fortunate  than  ourselves,  to  understand  each  other  better  and 
to  determine  that  we  will  really  try  to  increase  our  endeavours 
to  make  this  world  a  happier  place  in  which  to  live. 

There  should  be  action  taken  by  the  Supreme  Council 
by  motion  or  otherwise  to  ratify  the  sanction  of  the  individual 
Sovereign  Grand  Inspectors  General  to  the  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander  to  represent  this  Supreme  Council  at  the  Con¬ 
ference  in  Belgium  and  afterwards  in  visiting  the  Supreme 
Council  of  England  and  Wales. 

The  delegates  who  attended  the  conference  of  the  Supreme 
Councils  of  the  two  hemispheres  cannot  refrain  from  saying 
how  deeply  indebted  they  are  to  Most  Puissant  Soveeign 
Grand  Commander  Armand  Anspach  and  the  officers  and 
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members  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  in  Bel¬ 
gium  for  the  very  sumptuous  manner  in  which  they  enter¬ 
tained  the  delegates.  The  conference  was  a  very  happy  one. 
It  was  a  great  privilege  to  meet  so  many  Brethren  of  culture 
and  ability,  possessing  the  true  Masonic  virtues,  that  enabled 
warm  friendships  to  be  formed  or  renewed,  with  the  sincere 
hope  that  opportunities  would  arise  in  the  future  to  renew  the 
bonds  of  brotherhood. 

I  was  impressed  by  a  Declaration  of  Principles  prepared 
by  the  Supreme  Council  and  Sovereign  Grand  Inspectors 
General  of  the  33°  and  last  degree  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted 
Scottish  Rite  of  the  Northern  Masonic  Jurisdiction  of  the 
United  States  of  America. 

As  we  have  in  our  Supreme  Council  33°  for  the  Dominion 
of  Canada  no  written  Declaration  of  Principles  I  have  taken 
the  liberty  to  set  out  the  said  Declaration  of  Principles  in 
order  that  the  members  of  our  Supreme  Council  may  have 
before  them  for  their  consideration  the  conclusions  arrived 
at  by  a  Body  for  which  we  have  great  respect. 

Declaration  of  Principles 

By  the  Supreme  Council  of  Sovereign  Grand  Inspectors- 
General  of  the  Thirty-Third  and  East  Degree  of  the 
Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of  Freemasonry  for 
the  Northern  Masonic  Jurisdiction  of  the  United  States 
of  America. 

In  view  of  the  many  allegations  that  Freemasonry  con¬ 
cerns  itself  in  controversies,  both  of  a  religious  and  a  political 
nature,  this  Supreme  Council  hereby  declares  to  the  world  the 
following  statement  of  principles : 

This  Supreme  Council  affirms  its  unswerving  loyalty  to 
the  fundamental  purpose  and  principles  of  Freemasonry. 

It  understands  that  purpose  to  be  the  improvement  and 
strengthening  of  the  character  of  the  individual  man,  and 
through  the  individual  of  the  community. 

It  believes  that  this  purpose  is  to  be  attained  by  laying 
a  broad  basis  of  principle  upon  which  men  of  every  race, 
country,  sect,  and  opinion  may  unite,  rather  than  by  setting 
up  a  restricted  platform  upon  which  only  those  of  certain 
races,  creeds  and  opinions  can  assemble. 
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Believing  that  good  and  wise  men  can  be  trusted  to  act 
well  and  wisely,  it  considers  it  the  duty  of  the  Fraternity  to 
impress  upon  its  members  the  principles  of  personal  right¬ 
eousness  and  personal  responsibility,  to  enlighten  them  as  to 
those  things  which  make  for  human  welfare,  and  to  inspire 
them  with  that  feeling  of  charity,  or  well-wishing,  toward  all 
mankind  which  will  move  them  to  translate  principle  and 
conviction  into  action. 


To  that  end,  it  teaches  and  stands  for  the  worship  of  God, 
for  truth  and  justice,  liberty  and  enlightenment,  fraternity 
and  philanthropy. 

It  believes  in  principles  rather  than  programs.  Prin¬ 
ciples  unite  men;  programs  divide  them.  Men  may  agree  on 
principles  without  agreeing  upon  their  particular  application 
to  some  specific  problem. 

Nothing  can  be  more  important  than  the  preservation  of 
the  essential  and  permanent  sympathy  and  unity  of  purpose 
of  those  who  are  unable  to  agree  as  to  the  wisest  action  under 
special  and  temporary  conditions. 

It  is  of  the  essence  of  Freemasonry  that  this  unity  be 
preserved. 

Believing  this,  this  Supreme  Council  affirms  its  continued 
adherence  to  that  ancient  and  approved  rule  of  Freemasonry 
which  forbids  the  discussion  within  tyled  doors  of  creeds, 
politics,  or  other  topics  apt  to  excite  personal  animosities. 


It  further  affirms  its  conviction  that  it  is  not  only  con¬ 
trary  to  the  fundamental  principles  of  Freemasonry,  but 
exceedingly  dangerous  to  its  unity,  strength,  usefulness  and 
welfare  for  Masonic  Bodies  in  their  official  capacity  to  take 
formal  action  or  attempt  to  exercise  pressure  or  influence  for 
or  against  any  particular  legislative  project  or  proposal,  or  in 
any  way  to  attempt  to  procure  the  election  or  appointment  of 
governmental  officials,  whether  executive,  legislative  or  jud¬ 
icial,  or  to  influence  them,  whether  or  not  members  of  the 
Fraternity,  in  the  performance  of  their  official  duties.  The 
true  Freemason  should  act  in  civil  life  according  to  his  individ¬ 
ual  judgment  and  the  dictates  of  his  conscience. 
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England 

My  daughter  and  I  left  Brussels  on  the  afternoon  of  the 
19th  of  June  and  arrived  in  London  just  in  time  to  enable  me 
to  attend  the  meeting  of  the  Supreme  Council  of  England  and 
Wales  which  met  on  the  20th  of  June,  1935. 

In  company  with  Most  Puissant  Sovereign  Grand  Com¬ 
mander  Cowles  of  the  Southern  Jurisdiction  of  the  United 
States,  I  was  welcomed  as  a  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  of 
the  Supreme  Council  for  the  Dominion  of  Canada  and  in¬ 
formed  by  Most  Ill.  Bro.  the  Earl  of  Donoughmore,  Most 
Puissant  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  of  the  Supreme 
Council  for  England  and  Wales,  that  the  previous  week  I  had 
been  elected  as  an  honorary  member  of  the  Supreme  Council 
of  England  and  Wales,  honoris  Causa. 

I  thanked  the  Most  Puissant  Sovereign  Grand  Com¬ 
mander  and  the  members  of  the  Supreme  Council  of  England 
and  Wales  for  their  courtesy  in  conferring  this  honour  on  me 
as  a  representative  of  the  Supreme  Council  33°  for  the  Dom¬ 
inion  of  Canada. 

I  had  an  opportunity  of  attending  not  only  this  meeting 
of  the  Supreme  Council  but  on  the  27th  of  June  and  again  on 
the  4th  of  July  I  had  opportunities  of  meeting  the  members  of 
the  Supreme  Council  of  England  and  Wales.  At  the  meeting 
of  the  Supreme  Council  on  the  27th  of  June  as  well  as  at  the 
meeting  on  the  4th  of  July  I  had  the  pleasure  of  seeing  degrees 
conferred  on  distinguished  Brethren — members  of  the  Ancient 
and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  for  England  and  Wales.  This 
association  with  our  English  Brethren  was  a  delightful  exper¬ 
ience  for  me  and  one  which  I  highly  prize. 

Through  the  courtesy  of  Sir  Colville  Smith,  Grand 
Secretary  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England,  I  had  the  oppor¬ 
tunity  of  attending  two  outstanding  functions  in  connection 
with  the  Blue  Lodge  bodies.  The  first  was  a  joint  meeting  of 
Antiquity  Lodge  number  2,  and  Somerset  Lodge  number  4. 
These  lodges  were  two  of  the  four  original  lodges  that  in¬ 
stituted  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England  in  1717.  The  other 
two  of  these  four  lodges  have  passed  away. 

Antiquity  Lodge  number  2  and  Somerset  Lodge  number  4 
for  the  past  nineteen  years  have  held  annually  a  joint  meeting 
to  commemorate  their  long  and  useful  service  to  Masonry  in 
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England.  It  was  a  wonderful  Masonic  gathering  and  one 
which  I  was  delighted  to  have  had  an  opportunity  of  being 
present  at.  The  other  event  was  the  election  and  installation 
of  officers  of  Honour  and  Virtue  Lodge.  The  election  and 
installation  ceremonies  were  conducted  by  Right  Worshipful 
Bro.  Sir  Colville  Smith.  I  am  greatly  indebted  to  Sir  Colville 
for  his  kindness  to  me  during  my  stay  in  London. 


These  opportunities  of  cementing  more  closely  the  Ma¬ 
sonic  bodies  of  Canada  with  our  Masonic  Brethren  in  England 
are  of  great  moment  to  us  in  Canada.  To  me  personally  the 
Masonic  associations  formed  were  very  delightful  and  I  am 
glad  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  our  Brethren  both 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England  and  the  Supreme  Council  of 
the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  for  England  and  Wales 
for  their  brotherly  interest  in  me  as  representing  the  Masonic 
bodies  in  Canada. 


Reports  of  Deputies 

I  have  read  the  reports  of  all  the  Deputies  except  that  of 
the  Deputy  for  Alberta,  which  has  not  yet  come  to  hand. 


Notwithstanding  the  losses  that  have  been  sustained  and 
the  few  applications  we  have  had  for  some  years  for  member¬ 
ship  the  Deputies  write  in  good  heart  and  most  of  them  are 
able  to  say  that  the  interest  in  the  Rite  is  not  flagging.  If 
there  are  any  Consistories,  Chapters  or  Lodges  where  the  degrees 
are  not  regularly  conferred  or  exemplified  I  would  like  to  say 
to  the  officers  that  it  is  their  duty  and  should  be  their  pleasure 
to  present  these  degrees  to  the  members  (candidate  or  no 
candidate).  If  the  officers  fail  to  do  this  the  members  will 
lose  their  interest  in  the  order  and  the  officers  themselves 
when  they  may  be  called  upon  to  confer  a  degree  will  be  ill 
prepared  to  do  so. 


The  reports  of  the  Deputies  are  all  interesting.  I 
venture  to  call  special  attention  to  the  report  of  the  Deputy 
for  Ontario,  as  he  is  not  present.  I  consider  it  a  model  report, 
not  because  he  has  better  news  than  the  other  Deputies,  but 
because  he  goes  into  such  detail  that  one  has  a  vivid  pen 
picture  of  what  has  happened  in  his  Province.  Good  and 
bad  news  intermingled. 
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In  1931  our  membership  was  13,733 — the  largest  number 
in  our  history.  As  of  June  30th  1935  our  membership  was 
13,297,  showing  a  decrease  from  1931,  to  June  30th  1935,  of 
436.  These  figures  while  disappointing  are  not  disquieting 
or  to  be  wondered  at  considering  the  many  lean  years  through 
which  we  have  been  passing.  Numbers  of  our  Brethren  with¬ 
drew  and  others  were  suspended.  There  is  no  implication  of 
harshness  on  the  part  of  the  officers  of  the  different  bodies  in 
dealing  with  these  Brethren  who  have  withdrawn  or  were 
suspended.  It  is  simply  one  of  the  sad  results  of  the  times 
through  which  we  are  passing.  Possibly  when  times  improve 
we  may  have  the  pleasure  of  welcoming  them  amongst  us 
again. 


Conclusion 

My  short  experience  as  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  has 
impressed  me  more  fully  than  ever  with  the  fact  that  the 
enterprise  in  which  we  are  engaged  is  worthy  of  the  warmest 
hearts,  the  keenest  intellects  and  the  highest  spiritual  per¬ 
ceptions. 

So  far  as  we  fall  short  in  any  one  or  all  of  these  virtues  or 
attainments  may  we  be  given  the  wisdom  and  grace  to  interest 
those  who  may  excel  ourselves  in  placing  before  an  ever  in¬ 
creasing  membership  the  beautiful  lessons  which  we  have  been 
absorbing  for  so  many  years. 

And  may  those  of  us  who  teach,  be  diligent  in  practising, 
never  forgetting  that  deeds  are  always  more  eloquent  than 
words. 


“To  enjoy  life  innocently, 

To  bear  misfortune  patiently,

Grand  Commander  and  to  many  other  mem¬ 
bers  of  Supreme  Council,  and  to  the  Officers  of  Murton  Lodge  of 
Perfection,  Hamilton  Sovereign  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  and  Moore 
Sovereign  Consistory  for  their  companionship  and  valued  assistance 
upon  many  of  these  happy  occasions.  The  welcome  accorded  your 
representatives  was  always  cordial  and  loyal,  and  the  brethren  who 
were  privileged  to  hear  the  thoughtful  and  inspiring  message  of  the 
Sovereign  Grand  Commander  were  enthusiastic  in  their  appreciation. 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  Elgin  Lodge  of  Perfection  in  February 
honorary  life  membership  was  conferred  upon  Ill  .’.  Bro  .'.  A.  F. 
Webster,  33°,  Past  Sov  .*.  Gr  .'.  Commander,  Ill  .‘.  Bro  .'.  F.  J. 
Howell,  33°,  Past  Lieut.  Gr  .’.  Commander,  and  Ill  .*.  Bro  .*.  George 
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Moore,  33°,  Past  Deputy  for  Ontario,  in  recognition  of  the  great 
services  rendered  by  these  distinguished  members  of  Supreme 
Council  to  the  Valley  of  Niagara  Falls. 

I  found  the  degrees  carefully,  and,  in  the  main,  correctly  exempli¬ 
fied.  Music  is  finding  a  wider  use  in  many  of  our  Valleys,  and  wrhen 
properly  selected  and  rendered,  it  undoubtedly  adds  beauty  and  im¬ 
pressiveness  to  the  ritual.  It  demands  the  intelligent  and  sym¬ 
pathetic  eo-operation  of  a  director,  who  is  not  only  a  skilled  musician, 
but  who  is  well  acquainted  with  the  ritual  and  the  teachings  of  the 
degrees.  Special  praise  must  be  given  for  the  excellence  of  the  musical 
services  provided  by  the  choirs  of  the  bodies  in  Toronto,  Ottawa, 
London  and  Hamilton. 

Upon  hearing  the  rendition  of  various  degrees  in  different  parts 
of  the  Province,  one  is  strongly  impressed  with  the  immediate  neces¬ 
sity  for  the  authorization  of  a  glossary  to  be  appended  to  the  ritual. 
The  pronunciation  of  many,  if  not  all,  of  the  proper  names  used  in  the 
secret  work  appears  in  many  cases  to  be  merely  the  best  guess  of  the 
brother  conferring  the  degree,  and  uniformity  is  so  far  lacking  that 
passwords  and  covered  words  are  often  unrecognizable.  The 
absence  of  any  authorized  standard  of  pronunciation  makes  im¬ 
possible  a  definite  ruling  by  a  Deputy  whose  education  in  the  Hebrew 
and  Chaldaic  tongues  may  have  been  somewhat  defective.  May  I 
venture  to  recommend  that  this  subject  be  referred  to  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Ritualistic  matter,  or  to  a  select  committee  of  Supreme 
Council  for  study  and  appropriate  action. 

One  of  the  happiest  events  of  the  past  year  was  a  complimentary 
dinner  in  Christmas  week,  tendered  by  the  members  of  Supreme 
Council  resident  in  the  Valley  of  Hamilton  to  Ill  Bro  F.  J. 
Howell,  33°,  upon  his  retirement  from  office  as  Lieut.  Grand  Com¬ 
mander. 

The  dinner  was  held  in  the  Tamahaac  Club,  and  was  attended 
by  twenty-six  active  and  honorary  members,  upon  whose  behalf  the 
M  P  Sov  Gr  Commander  presented  to  the  guest  of  the 
evening  a  handsomely  engrossed  address  conveying  the  affectionate 
appreciation  of  his  brethren  of  his  personal  character  and  masonic 
labours. 

Our  distinguished  brother’s  reply  dealt  most  informatively  with 
the  early  history  of  Scottish  Rite  Masonry  in  the  Province  of  Ontario. 

Easter  Ceremonies  have  been  observed  by  every  Chapter  of 
Rose  Croix  in  the  Province  ,  with  an  increase  over  last  year  of  15 
at  the  Maundy  Thursday  and  a  decrease  of  87  at  the  Sunday  service, 
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as  shown  by  the  appended  table.  The  admission  of  Masons  not  in 
possession  of  the  degrees  of  the  Rite  is  reported  from  one  Valley. 
I  am  loath  to  prohibit  this  innovation  without  a  reference  to  Supreme 
Council,  but  I  feel  strongly  that  the  Easter  Ceremonies  in  toto  are  an 
integral  part  of  the  work  of  the  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  and  that  no 
brother  below  the  18°  should  be  admitted  to  any  portion  thereof. 

M  embership. — Lodges  of  Perfection  show  total  admissions  of 
101,  affiliations  and  restorations  3,  resignations  16,  suspensions  for 
non-payment  of  dues  116,  and  deaths  143.  The  total  Lodge  of 
Perfection  membership  is  9,316,  a  decrease  of  169,  compared  with  a 
loss  of  53  as  at  June,  1934. 

Chapters  of  Rose  Croix  show  total  admissions  of  55,  affiliations 
and  restorations  none,  resignations  8,  suspensions  for  non-payment 
of  dues  54,  and  deaths  101.  The  total  Chapter  membership  is  5,730 
a  decrease  of  108,  compared  with  a  loss  of  30  as  at  June  1934. 

Moore  Sovereign  Consistory  conferred  the  30°  on  30,  the  31°  on 
23  and  the  32°  on  23.  Deaths  numbered  63,  resignations  and 
suspensions  none.  The  membership  is  3,090,  a  loss  of  33  compared 
with  a  loss  of  56  at  June  1934. 

A  study  of  the  statistical  tables  attached  to  this  report  reveals 
considerable  shrinkage  in  membership  during  the  past  year.  So  far 
as  the  Province  of  Ontario  is  concerned  the  depression  is  not  over. 
Only  three  Lodges  of  Perfection  and  one  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix 
have  increased  in  membership.  Total  admissions  in  Lodges  and 
Chapters  are  far  exceeded  by  suspensions  and  deaths. 

In  such  circumstances  one  can  understand  the  tendency,  often 
apparent  during  the  year  among  officers  and  members,  to  become 
discouraged,  and  to  forget  that  the  wheel  will  continue  to  turn. 
While  many  suggestions  have  been  made  as  to  ways  and  means  to¬ 
ward  attracting  an  increase  in  membership,  some  are  not  new,  some 
are  not  feasible,  and  some  are  not  wise.  There  can  be  little  doubt, 
however,  that  the  provisions  of  Article  88  of  our  Statutes,  in  im¬ 
posing  an  arbitrary  limit  between  the  3°  and  4°,  between  the  14° 
and  15°,  and  between  the  18°  and  19°,  have  proved  a  damper  upon 
the  enthusiasm  of  our  younger  members  and  an  effective  check  upon 
the  advancement  of  our  older  brethren.  I  can  see  no  good  reason 
why  the  ineffable  degrees  should  not  be  conferred  upon  any  accepted 
Master  Mason  irrespective  of  the  date  of  his  3°,  nor  why  Chapter 
and  Consistory  degrees  should  not  follow  in  regular  order  without  the 
irksome  and  often  inconvenient  delay  interposed  by  the  Statute. 
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The  claim  of  the  Consistory  for  a  larger  share  of  recognition  by 
the  junior  bodies  should  be  admitted  and  emphasized.  Too  many 
of  our  Valleys  exhibit  no  interest  in  the  advancement  of  their  mem¬ 
bers  after  having  conferred  on  them  the  degrees  of  Lodge  and 
Chapter.  There  are  Valleys  in  Ontario  who  have  not  furnished  a 
Consistory  candidate  in  several  years.  Doubtless,  the  vast  body  of 
members  are  content  to  leave  to  the  officers  of  the  Consistory  the 
work  of  securing  candidates,  a  task  which  is  manifestly  impossible. 
Every  brother  who  has  been  honoured  by  admission  to  the  32° 
should  feel  it  his  duty  and  his  privilege  to  bring  recruits  to  fill  the 
gaps  in  the  ranks  of  the  fellow-soldiery  of  the  Temple  of  Solomon. 
Normal  growth  is  the  outward  and  visible  sign  of  life  and  health. 

Concurrently  with  the  falling  off  in  the  number  of  admissions 
and  the  large  increase  in  the  number  of  suspensions  for  non-payment 
of  dues,  many  of  the  bodies  have  suffered  acutely  from  sharply 
reduced  income,  and  even  under  the  most  rigid  economy  have  found 
it  impossible  to  make  ends  meet.  Three  Lodges  and  four  Chapters 
have  paid  only  a  portion  of  their  dues  to  Supreme  Council  this  year, 
and  two  bodies  have  not  balanced  their  account  with  the  Secretary- 
General  in  two  years.  Arrest  of  the  charters  involved  offers  no 
proper  solution  of  the  problem.  For  the  past  two  years  I  have 
asked  Supreme  Council  to  consider  ways  and  means  to  lighten  the 
burden  of  the  per  capita  tax  upon  those  bodies  whose  decreased 
revenues  were  inadequate  to  meet  it.  Action  should  be  delayed  no 
longer.  The  Masonic  charity  which  is  enjoined  upon  Lodges  and 
Chapters  in  their  dealings  with  their  delinquent  brethren  may  well  be 
extended  to  them  by  the  Sovereign  Body.  I  respectfully  recommend 
the  appointment  of  a  small  commission  to  whom  should  be  referred 
for  decision  all  applications  from  subordinate  bodies  for  financial 
relief. 

Benevolence — A  grant  of  $500.00  was  received  at  March  1, 
1935,  and  a  balance  of  $175.00  remains  at  the  credit  of  the  relief 
account.  While  the  amounts  expended  in  individual  cases  have  been 
small,  they  have  often  brought  timely  aid,  and  have  on  occasions 
supplemented  contributions  from  the  box  of  fraternal  assistance 
where  the  latter  proved  insufficient. 

Dispensations  have  been  granted  on  various  occasions  under 
Art.  33  (4),  returns  of  which,  together  with  fees  received  therefor, 
have  been  transmitted  to  the  Grand  Secretary-General. 

It  is  a  matter  of  very  sincere  regret  that  I  am  compelled  to  be 
absent  from  this  Annual  Session  of  Supreme  Council,  for  reasons 
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which  I  have  stated  fully  to  the  Most  Puissant  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander,  and  I  beg  my  brethren  to  accept  this  assurance  of  my 
loyalty  and  affection. 

I  am  under  obligation  to  Ill  Bro  Jas.  A.  Henderson  for  his 
kindness  in  presenting  this  report  on  my  behalf.

LODGES  OF  PERFECTION— 13 
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PROVINCE  OF  QUEBEC 

To  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish 

Rite  of  Freemasonry  for  the  Dominion  of  Canada. 

Peers  and  Brethren: 

I  have  once  more  the  honour  to  submit  for  your  consideration 
my  report  as  Illustrious  Deputy  for  the  Province  of  Quebec  for  the 
past  twelve  months. 

Regular  meetings  have  been  held  during  the  year  by  the  various 
Bodies  within  this  Jurisdiction.  I  have  attended  most  of  the 
meetings  in  the  Valley  of  Montreal,  and  officially  visited  Quebec 
Sovereign  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix. 

On  my  visit  to  Quebec  I  was  accompanied  by  Ill  Bro  .'.  O.  E. 
Stanton,  33°,  an  active  member  of  Supreme  Council,  and  we  were 
commissioned  by  the  Scottish  Rite  Bodies  in  the  Valley  of  Montreal 
to  present  Quebec  Sovereign  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  with  a  Most 
Wise  Sovereign’s  Jewel. 

In  presenting  this  Jewel,  Ill  .’.  Bro  .'.  Stanton  took  occasion  to 
remind  our  Quebec  brethren  that  some  twenty-five  years  previously, 
when  a  delegation  of  the  Montreal  brethren  had  been  invited  to 
Quebec  to  exemplify  some  of  the  Perfection  Degrees  and  to  assist 
the  Quebec  brethren  in  their  endeavour  to  build  up  the  Socttish 
Rite  Bodies  in  that  city,  that  in  appreciation  of  the  services  thus 
rendered  the  Quebec  brethren  had  presented  the  Montreal  Bodies 
with  a  very  beautiful  silver  cup,  which  has  ever  since  been  used  in 
their  ceremonies.  He  also  mentioned  that  the  Most  Wise  Sovereign’s 
Jewel  which  was  being  presented,  was  an  exact  replica  of  the  Jewel 
worn  by  the  Most  Wise  Sovereign  of  Hochelaga  Sovereign  Chapter  of 
Rose  Croix  either  at  or  shortly  after  the  inception  of  that  Body  in  the 
year  1874  by  the  representatives  of  the  Supreme  Council  for  England 
and  Wales,  and  which  Jewel  presented  by  Ill  Bro  W.  H.  Hutton, 
has  ever  since  been  worn  by  the  sitting  Most  Wise  Sovereign  of 
Hochelaga  Sovereign  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix. 

In  all  Bodies  under  my  jurisdiction  the  exemplification  of  the 
various  degrees  has  been  carried  out  in  an  earnest  and  dignified 
manner  and,  while  candidates  have  been  initiated  during  the  year, 
there  have  been  a  number  of  withdrawals  and  deaths  amongst  the 
brethren,  the  final  result  being  that  the  membership  in  the  Quebec 
Bodies  has  decreased  by  five  members  and  in  the  Hochelaga  Grand 
Lodge  of  Perfection  by  six  members.  On  the  other  hand,  Hochelaga 
Sovereign  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  and  Montreal  Sovereign  Consistory 
show  net  increases  of  four  and  five  members  respectively. 
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The  annual  returns  of  the  various  Bodies  have  been  duly  for¬ 
warded  to  the  Secretary-General,  accompanied  by  the  requisite  fees. 

All  routine  matters,  including  waivers  of  jurisdiction,  corres¬ 
pondence  with  other  Provincial  jurisdictions,  and  in  one  case  the 
granting  of  a  dispensation  to  confer  a  degree  within  the  prescribed 
time  set  by  the  Statutes,  have  been  successfully  carried  out  and  re¬ 
ported  upon  to  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  through  the 
Secretary -General. 

As  representative  of  the  Supreme  Council  of  Ecuador,  I  re¬ 
ceived  a  communication  from  Ill  Bro  J.  A.  Vallejo  Ycasa,  the 
Secretary-General,  conveying  the  greetings  of  Ill  Bro  N.  Aguirre 
Breton,  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  and  in  acknowledging 
the  communication  I  conveyed  the  reciprocal  greetings  of  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  our  Supreme  Council. 

As  already  mentioned,  a  number  of  deaths  have  occurred 
amongst  the  members  of  the  various  Bodies  in  the  Jurisdiction. 
Especially  would  I  refer  to  the  passing  of  Ill  Bro  Allan  P. 
Shatford,  33°,  honorary  member  of  Supreme  Council,  whose  death 
occurred  on  17th  August.  He  was  a  tower  of  strength  in  Masonry, 
not  only  in  the  city  and  province  in  which  he  lived  and  laboured  but 
throughout  the  Dominion  of  Canada,  in  the  Old  Country,  and  in 
many  places  throughout  the  United  States  where  he  was  loved  and 
revered.  We  mourn  the  loss  of  a  Christian  gentleman,  a  devoted 
Mason,  and  a  loyal  and  lovable  brother. 

To  his  immediate  relatives,  and  to  those  of  our  other  deceased 
Brethren  we  express  our  sincere  sorrow  and  sympathy  in  their  be¬ 
reavement.

It  is  with  much  pleasure  that  I  submit  my  report  as  Ill  Deputy 
for  the  Province  of  New  Brunswick,  but  exceedingly  regret  that  I  am 
unable  to  make  this  report  in  person  owing  to  the  change  in  date  of 
the  Supreme  Council  meeting. 
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Although  the  year  has  been  a  quiet  one  in  the  Valley  of  Saint 
John,  our  net  loss  in  membership  has  been  but  three  in  Consistory, 
four  in  Rose  Croix  and  two  in  Lodge  of  Perfection.  The  Easter 
Services  of  Rose  Croix  Chapter  were  conducted  this  year  by  the  Most 
Wise  Sovereign  and  his  staff  of  officers  in  a  very  excellent  manner. 
The  attendance  at  both  the  Maundy  Thursday  and  Easter  Sunday 
services  was  gratifying,  there  being  forty-four  present  on  the  former 
occasion  and  thirty  on  Easter  Sunday. 

A  successful  reunion  of  Saint  John  Lodge  of  Perfection  was  held 
on  June  19th  and  20th  at  which  thirteen  candidates  received  their 
degrees  up  to  and  including  the  14th.  The  work  under  the  direction 
of  Ill  Bro  R.  D.  Magee  32  ,  T  P  G  M  .'. ,  was  quite  up  to 
the  usual  high  standard  of  Saint  John  Lodge  of  Perfection,  several 
of  the  degrees  being  exemplified  by  younger  members  of  the  Rite  who 
showed  very  great  ability.  The  attendance  was  somewhat  smaller 
than  in  former  years  owing,  in  part,  to  the  Provincial  Election 
campaign  being  in  progress.

It  is  again  my  privilege  to  submit  for  your  consideration  my 
report  as  Deputy  for  the  Provinces  of  Nova  Scotia  and  Prince 
Edward  Island  for  the  year  ended  June  30th,  1935. 

The  year  just  closed  was  an  uneventful  one.  Regular  meetings 
of  all  the  bodies  were  held  with  good  attendances. 
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Victoria  Lodge  of  Perfection  shows  a  loss  of  1 ;  although  8  were 
added  by  initiation,  and  1  by  restoration,  5  brethren  having  died, 
and  5  withdrawn. 

Keith  Chapter  Rose  Croix  had  a  net  gain  of  4;  11  initiated,  1 
restored,  4  died,  and  4  withdrawn. 

Nova  Scotia  Consistory  had  a  net  gain  of  4;  8  initiated;  1  re¬ 
stored;  3  died;  2  withdrawn. 

Albert  Edward  Lodge  of  Perfection  had  a  net  gain  of  1 ;  2  ini¬ 
tiated,  and  1  died. 

In  spite  of  the  fact  that  no  outstanding  events  occurred  during 
the  year,  it  is  my  great  pleasure  to  report  that  there  has  been  a  very 
definite  improvement  in  the  Ritual  work  which,  while  always  good, 
is  now  better  than  ever.  The  Members  are  becoming  still  more  in¬ 
terested  in  our  work,  and  peace  and  harmony  prevail  throughout. 

It  became  necessary  for  me  to  issue  a  Dispensation  for  Albert 
Edward  Lodge  of  Perfection  to  install  their  officers  in  May,  as  it  was 
impossible,  owing  to  the  inclemency  of  the  weather,  to  carry  out  the 
installations  at  the  statutory  time.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  it  is  most 
difficult  for  this  Body  to  carry  out  regular  meetings  during  the  winter¬ 
time,  owing  to  the  difficulty  of  travel,  so  their  principal  meetings  are 
held  during  the  summer.

Lodge  of  Manitoba,  and  in  1900  was  elected  Grand  Secretary,  which 
position  he  held  with  surpassing  ability,  fidelity  and  courtesy,  and  to 
the  entire  satisfaction  of  our  Grand  Jurisdiction.  Knowing  him  as

In  view  of  the  economic  conditions  prevailing  throughout  the 
year  this  showing  appears  to  me  to  be  creditable,  much  as  one  regrets 
having  to  report  a  small  numerical  loss  in  membership.  There  has 
been  no  loss  of  morale,  or  the  least  discouragement  among  our  mem¬ 
bership;  on  the  contrary  they  are  carrying  on  with  splendid  courage 
and  hopefulness,  and  are  doing  more  impressive  ritualistic  work  and 
showing  greater  initiative  and  thoughtful  attention  to  the  agenda 
of  our  meetings  than  usual,  with  the  result  that  our  attendance  has 
been  very  encouraging.  Our  finances  are  in  good  condition  and  we 
are  meeting  the  many  calls  made  upon  us  for  assistance  in  a  very 
generous  and  sympathetic  manner. 

As  is  my  usual  custom  I  have  paid  official  visits  to  the  Brandon 
bodies  and  installed  their  officers.  Under  the  guidance  and  inspiring 
leadership  of  Ill  Bros  Fenwick  and  Evans  the  Brandon  brethren 
are  efficient  and  aggressive  and  will  give  a  good  account  of  themselves 
just  as  soon  as  an  improvement  in  business  conditions  is  apparent.

PROVINCE  OF  BRITISH  COLUMBIA 

To  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish 
Rite  of  Freemasonry  for  the  Dominion  of  Canada. 

Illustrious  Brethren: 

I  beg  to  submit  a  report  as  to  the  condition  of  Scottish  Rite 
Freemasonry  in  British  Columbia. 

All  the  bodies  have  made  their  returns  and  paid  their  fees  and 
while  a  small  loss  in  membership  is  shown,  it  is  more  than  made  up 
for  in  the  zeal  and  enthusiasm  displayed  in  the  interests  of  this  branch 
of  Freemasonry  throughout  the  Province. 
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Applications  for  membership  are  not  so  numerous  as  formerly, 
which  is  not  to  be  wondered  at;  I  sometimes  marvel  that  so  many 
petitions  are  received,  considering  the  falling  off  in  Craft  Freemasonry 
and  should  this  condition  continue,  it  will  bring  about  a  situation 
which  it  is  as  well  to  give  some  thought  to. 

The  two  Lodges  in  the  interior  at  Nelson  and  Vernon,  while 
small,  are  in  excellent  hands  and  the  standards  set  by  the  Scottish 
Rite  are  being  well  maintained. 

Both  Victoria  Lodge  and  Chapter  are  doing  splendidly,  no 
where  have  I  visited,  where  I  go  away  with  a  better  and  more  con¬ 
tented  feeling  than  from  Victoria.  They  suffered  a  very  serious  blow 
in  the  death  of  Ill  Bro  Robert  Baird  a  very  fine  Freemason  and 
one  that  we  all  miss  greatly. 

Vancouver  has  a  fine  energetic  membership.  The  work  is  well 
done  and  not  only  that,  they  live  the  life  and  are  a  power  for  good  in 
the  community.  In  the  Consistory,  great  credit  is  due  Commander 
in  Chief  John  E.  Laidlaw  in  getting  together  a  number  of  brethren 
to  put  on  the  21st  Degree  which  was  worked  for  the  first  time  last 
May  and  was  a  great  success.  Ill  Bro  W.  R.  Simpson  and  his 
officers  would  be  a  credit  to  any  Consistory. 

There  has  been  no  occasion  to  waive  any  Statutory  regulation 
except  in  the  case  of  two  candidates  for  the  Consistory,  where  I 
considered  it  to  be  in  the  interests  of  the  Order  to  shorten  the  interval 
between  degrees. 

I  can  not  close  without  referring  to  the  splendid  relations  existing 
between  ourselves  and  Washington  and  Oregon,  they  are  fine  friends 
and  I  hope  you  will  have  the  pleasure  of  a  more  intimate  acquaint¬ 
ance  at  this  session.

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PROVINCE  OF  SASKATCHEWAN 

To  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish 

Rite  of  Freemasonry  for  the  Dominion  of  Canada. 

Illustrious  Brethren: 

I  submit  herewith  my  Annual  Report  as  Deputy  for  Saskatch¬ 
ewan. 

It  was  a  year  without  exceptional  circumstances  and  the  Bodies 
all  continued  to  function  in  a  quietly  effective  manner,  as  will  be 
indicated  by  the  attached  statistical  report,  which  discloses  small 
gains  in  membership  in  the  Regina  and  Saskatoon  Bodies,  which  is 
partially  offset  by  decreases  in  the  membership  of  the  Moose  Jaw 
Bodies. 

Visits — During  the  year  I  paid  official  visits  to  all  Regina 
Bodies  and  on  these  occasions  installed  the  new  officers,  being 
assisted  by  accompanying  members  of  Supreme  Council. 

I  spent  a  day  with  Saskatoon  Lodge  of  Perfection  during  their 
Re-Union  and  attended  Alexander  Shepphard  Chapter  of  Rose 
Croix,  Moose  Jaw,  on  Maundy  Thursday,  at  which  they  also  held 
their  Re-Union.  Moose  Jaw  Lodge  of  Perfection  did  not  have  a 
class  during  the  year  but  I  paid  them  a  visit  at  a  regular  meeting- 

I  was  unable  to  visit  Saskatoon  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  but  as  I 
make  it  a  practice  to  spend  Maundy  Thursday  alternately  at  the 
three  points  will  spend  that  day  with  them  next  year. 

The  work  that  I  saw  put  on  at  all  points  was  in  every  case  well 
done  and  my  colleague,  Dr.  Gorrell,  33°,  tells  me  the  Maundy 
Thursday  service  at  Regina  was  the  best  yet.  The  Easter  services 
were  all  well  attended  and  attendance  at  meetings  of  all  Bodies 
throughout  the  year  was  very  good  and  a  distinctly  keen  interest 
apparent  at  all  times. 

Finances — Owing  to  depletion  of  the  Lodge  Funds  of  the  Bodies 
at  Moose  Jaw  and  Saskatoon,  in  order  to  take  care  of  some  pressing 
relief  cases  I  obtained  $100.00  from  the  Sovereign  Grand  Com¬ 
mander  to  cover  a  cataract  operation  on  the  eyes  of  the  wife  of  a 
country  member  of  Moose  Jaw  Lodge  of  Perfection,  which  was  very 
successfully  performed  by  Dr.  Hardy  32°,  at  Regina  without  remun¬ 
eration,  the  money  obtained  being  all  spent  for  hospital  and  nursing 
fees  and  new  glasses.  Expressions  of  very  great  gratitude  were 
received  from  the  brother  in  question  and  the  members  of  Moose 
Jaw  Lodge  of  Perfection. 
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Saskatoon  Lodge  of  Perfection  also  requested  a  grant  of  $100.00 
to  take  care  of  some  pressing  relief  cases  among  their  country  mem¬ 
bership  and  after  careful  investigation  I  had  no  hesitation  in  recom¬ 
mending  the  approval  of  their  request  and  the  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander  promptly  had  a  cheque  forwarded.  In  this  case  also 
the  appreciation  of  the  action  of  Supreme  Council  was  received. 

The  Regina  Bodies,  I  am  glad  to  say,  were  able  to  take  care  of 
their  own  cases  of  relief,  without  difficulty. 

Prospects — At  the  present  time  our  crops  give  every  evidence 
of  being  extremely  good  and  if  no  disaster  overtakes  them  and  the 
present  promise  is  realized  we  should  pretty  well  emerge  from  the 
past  five  years  of  extreme  depression  caused  through  continued 
drought,  in  which  case  I  confidently  expect  to  see  a  real  influx  of 
members  next  year.  As  I  have  before  reported,  the  way  the  Scottish 
Rite  bodies  have  helped  to  relieve  the  distress  of  their  members  and 
other  Masons  during  the  past  trying  years  has  raised  the  prestige  of 
the  Bodies  very  much  among  the  Masonic  Fraternity. 

When  I  was  advised  by  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  that 
he  had  decided  to  hold  the  next  meeting  of  Supreme  Council  in 
Vancouver  it  was  a  source  of  keen  disappointment  to  the  membership 
in  this  Province.  From  the  discussion  that  took  place  some  years 
ago  I  thought  it  was  distinctly  understood  that  from  that  time  on 
the  Council  would  hold  its  Triennial  meeting  in  Montreal  and  the 
next  Triennial  period  would  hold  one  meeting  either  to  the  far  East 
or  to  the  far  West,  the  next  meeting  being  held  in  the  central  Pro¬ 
vinces,  and  as  Saskatchewan  was  the  only  Province  in  which  the 
Council  had  not  previously  met  it  was  my  understanding  that  the 
next  time  the  Council  met  in  the  West  the  meeting  would  be  held  in 
Regina,  and  I  had,  on  the  occasions  of  my  official  visits  for  several 
years  past,  been  predicting  that  we  would  be  the  hosts  the  next 
meeting  of  the  Council.  I  can  assure  you  that  our  membership  had 
looked  forward  very  eagerly  to  this  event  and  were  very  much  dis¬ 
appointed  over  being  passed  up. 

I  was  particularly  anxious  to  see  the  meeting  at  a  central  point 
in  the  West  to  enable  a  number  of  our  honorary  members  to  be 
present  as  many  of  them  have  never  been  able  to  afford  to  attend  a 
meeting  of  Supreme  Council  since  receiving  their  degrees  and  I  am 
sure  that  had  we  had  the  prvilege  of  having  the  meeting  here  it 
would  have  done  a  great  deal  to  stimulate  interest  in  the  Rite. 

In  this  regard  I  think  in  order  to  prevent  trouble  in  the  future 
a  definite  understanding  for  the  future  should  be  arrived  at,  which 
would  mean  that  meetings  of  Supreme  Council  would  be  held  alter¬ 
nately,  as  far  as  possible,  in  all  Provinces  of  the  Dominion. 
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On  most  of  my  official  visits  I  was  accompanied  by  Ill  Bro 
Gorrell  and  several  of  the  honorary  members  of  Supreme  Council 
and  I  am  very  much  indebted  to  the  very  cordial  support  received  at 
all  times  from  them.  The  officers  of  all  the  Bodies  have  been  active 
in  the  direction  of  the  affairs  of  their  Lodges,  which  has  contributed 
to  the  interest  and  attendance  at  their  meetings.

Bro 
Gorrell,  it  was  resolved:  “That  the  report  be  taken  as  read 
and  printed  in  the  Proceedings.” 

To  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish 
Rite  of  Freemasonry  for  the  Dominion  of  Canada. 

Illustrious  Brethren: 

Your  Committee  on  Fraternal  Relations  begs  to  submit  the 
following  report : — 
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ENGLAND 

The  Supreme  Council  for  England  and  Wales  confines  its  active 
membership  to  nine.  The  Earl  of  Donoughmore  is  the  Sovereign 
Grand  Commander.  Honorary  Active  members  are  H.R.H.  the 
Prince  of  Wales,  H.R.H.  the  Duke  of  York  and  His  Majesty  King 
Gustav  V.  King  of  Sweden. 

Other  members  who  are  styled  “members  honoris  causa”,  are 
Barton  Smith  and  Melvin  M.  Johnson  of  the  Northern  Supreme 
Council,  U.S.A.;  John  H.  Cowles  of  the  Southern  jurisdiction  of  the 
U.S.A.;  C.  C.  Nisbet  of  the  Supreme  Council  of  Scotland;  Justice 
FitzGibbon  of  Ireland;  and  from  our  own  jurisdiction  A.  F.  Webster 
and  W.  H.  Wardrope. 

Perhaps  the  following  rules  of  the  Supreme  Council  of  England 
are  interesting  enough  to  bear  repetition,  differing  as  they  do  from 
our  own  practice  and  procedure: 

“No  Prince  Rose  Croix  is  eligible  to  receive  the  30th  degree 
unless  he  be  a  present  or  past  Most  Wise  Sovereign  and  has  been 
three  years  a  member  of  the  18th  degree”.. 

“The  31st  and  32nd  degrees  are  conferred  by  Supreme  Council 
by  selection,  being  strictly  limited  to  the  following  numbers: — 
31st  degree,  216  and  32nd  degree,  99.” 

“The  18th  degree  can  be  conferred  only  on  brethren  who  profess 
the  Christian  Faith.” 

It  is  interesting,  also,  to  know  that  in  some  of  the  Craft  lodges  in 
India,  which  hold  under  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England,  the  Mahome- 
dan  Koran  is  used  on  the  Altar,  in  others  the  Hindu  Bagravag  Githa 
and  in  others  again  the  Parsi  Zend  Avesta.  In  the  English  speaking 
lodges  they  use,  of  course,  the  Christian  Bible. 


IRELAND 

The  Hon.  Mr.  Justice  FitzGibbon  is  Sovereign  Grand  Com¬ 
mander  and  J.  Gilbart  Smyly  is  Secretary-General  and  Treasurer. 
Like  England  and  Scotland,  Ireland  limits  its  Active  members  of 
Supreme  Council  to  nine. 

There  are  only  fourteen  S  P  R  S  ,  32°,  and  the  Con¬ 
sistory,  (there  is  only  one),  is  composed  of  sixteen  members  in  addi¬ 
tion  to  members  of  Supreme  Council. 
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There  are  seventeen  Rose  Croix  Chapters  in  all,  headed  chrono¬ 
logically  by  the  Original  Chapter  of  Prince  Masons  of  Dublin,  which 
was  established  in  1782,  and  the  Kilwinning  Chapter  of  Dublin, 
founded  the  same  year.  These  two  Chapters  bear  no  numbers, 
Chapter  No.  1  being  the  Chapter  at  Cork. 

The  total  membership  of  the  Rite  in  Ireland  is  about  515. 

SCOTLAND 

Illustrious  Brother  the  Lord  Saltoun,  Grand  Master  Mason  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland,  was  recently  elected  to  fill  the  vacancy 
in  Supreme  Council  caused  by  the  death  of  Ill  Bro  J.  H.  F.  K. 
Scott.  His  father,  the  late  Lord  Saltoun  was  Grand  Commander  of 
the  Supreme  Council  for  a  few  years  before  his  death,  succeeding  the 
Earl  of  Kintore. 

Two  new  charters  for  Rose  Croix  Chapters  in  New  South  Wales 
have  been  granted  and  one  for  a  Chapter  in  the  Transvaal.  There 
are  altogether  fifty  Rose  Croix  Chapters  under  the  obedience  of 
Supreme  Council  and  fifteen  Councils  of  the  30th  degree. 

There  are  only  nine  Active  members  of  Supreme  Council. 
The  number  of  brethren  of  the  31st  degree  is  limited  to  36  and  of  the 
32nd  degree  to  27. 

The  Officers  and  members  of  Supreme  Council  visit  the  Chapters 
and  Councils  in  Scotland  annually.  It  is  rather  remarkable  to  note 
that  the  Supreme  Council  of  Scotland  has  a  chartered  Rose  Croix 
Chapter  upon  its  list  at  St.  John,  New  Brunswick,  which  apparently 
does  no  work  and  is  styled  “dormant”. 

The  outstanding  Masonic  event  in  Scotland  in  1936  will  be  the 
celebration  of  the  two-hundredth  anniversary  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
next  November.  At  that  time  the  Prince  of  Wales  will  be  installed 
as  Grand  Master  Mason. 


ARGENTINA 

The  Grand  Commander  of  the  Supreme  Council  of  Argentina 
Dr.  Alejandro  Sorondo,  died  last  December.  Dr.  Sorondo  had 
served  a  number  of  years  as  Grand  Commander,  then  retired  but  was 
called  again  to  serve  the  office.  After  filling  the  position  several 
years  more  he  was  elected  Honorary  Sovereign  Commander  for  life. 
He  is  succeeded  by  Dr.  Jose  M.  Madariaga. 
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AUSTRIA 

Masonry  in  Austria  is  in  a  somewhat  disturbed  condition.  The 
deaths  of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  Frederick  G.  Walker 
and  of  the  Immediate  Past  Sov.  Gr.  Commander,  Johannes  C. 
Barolin,  have  made  great  gaps  in  the  personnel  of  the  Supreme 
Council.  The  Secretary-General,  Otto  Klein,  has  resigned  his  office 
and  is  succeeded  by  Dr.  Krausz.  The  present  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander  is  Dr.  Charles  Doppler. 

Bro.  Lennhoff,  a  former  Grand  Commander  and  the  author  of 
a  quite  recent  History  of  Freemasonry  was  compelled  to  resign  from 
his  Craft  lodge  and,  therefore,  automatically  from  the  Rite.  It  was 
charged  that  he  made  use  of  his  Masonic  knowledge  to  ingratiate 
himself  with  the  enemies  of  Freemasonry  to  the  detriment  of  the 
Order.  The  accusation  was  apparently  well  grounded  as  otherwise 
he  would  hardly  have  been  expelled  from  the  Craft. 

The  election  of  Lord  Ampthill,  (whose  death  occurred  since  this 
was  written),  as  an  Honorary  member  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Vienna 
has  probably  helped  to  quiet  the  political  opponents  of  Freemasonry. 
Lord  Ampthill  was  Pro  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Eng¬ 
land. 


BOLIVIA 

The  population  of  Bolivia  is  small  and  the  war  cost  the  country 
thousands  of  its  people.  The  Masonic  population  has  therefore 
been  considerably  diminished.  Nevertheless,  the  Grand  Lodge  and 
the  Supreme  Council  have  united  in  establishing  for  those  left  father¬ 
less  by  the  war. 

COLOMBIA 

Freemasonry  seems  to  be  progressing  in  this  country,  which  has 
three  Grand  Lodge,  the  headquarters  being  in  Barranquilla,  Bogota 
and  Cartagena  respectively.  All  three  are  generally  recognized  by 
sister  jurisdictions. 

Preliminary  meetings  have  been  held  lately  with  the  object  of 
establishing  a  Council  of  Kadosh  and  a  Consistory  in  Barranquilla. 
The  Rose  Croix  Chapter  has  been  working  continuously  and  many 
of  the  brethren  are  desirous  of  receiving  the  Consistory  degrees. 

There  is  a  schismatic  Grand  Lodge  in  Bogota  of  which  a  prom¬ 
inent  official  in  the  Cabinet  of  the  President  of  the  Republic  is  Grand 
Master.  This  Grand  Lodge  is  not  recognized  by  us.  The  Grand 
Master  of  the  legitimate  Grand  Lodge  is  Tulio  Rubiano  and  the 
Grand  Secretary  is  Carlos  S.  Hernandez. 
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CUBA 

In  January,  1934,  Dr.  Enrique  Elanso  Ordonez  was  elected 
Sovereign  Grand  Commander.  He  is  the  son  of  the  late  Dr.  Enrique 
Elanso,  Past  Grand  Commander,  who  died  about  three  years  ago. 

FRANCE 

Rene  Raymond  is  Sovereign  Grand  Commander.  Under  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  Supreme  Council  of  France  are  three  Consistories, 
all  in  Paris;  twenty-three  Areopagi  or  Councils,  fifteen  in  France  itself 
and  eight  in  the  various  French  Colonies  and  dependencies. 

Supreme  Council  publishes  a  monthly  bulletin,  containing 
papers  of  Masonic  interest  and  a  periodic  resume  of  Scottish  Rite 
Activities. 


NETHERLANDS 

Ill  Bro  .'.  P.  G.  H.  Dop,  who  served  for  many  years  as  Sov¬ 
ereign  Grand  Commander  of  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  Nether¬ 
lands,  has  recently  retired  from  all  active  work  in  Supreme  Council. 

Masonry  in  the  Netherlands  has  been  severely  attacked  by  its 
enemies,  but  these  attacks  have  been  rendered  abortive  by  the 
action  of  the  leaders  of  Freemasonry  who  took  measures  to  acquaint 
the  Government  and  the  people  with  the  true  purposes  of  the  Craft. 
The  Government  does  not  interfere  at  all  with  the  work  of  the 
Order. 

The  Supreme  Council  is  meditating  the  establishment  of  a  new 
Areopagus  to  be  located  in  the  eastern  provinces  of  the  state. 

PANAMA 

Ill  .'.  Bro  Guillermo  Andreve  has  been  installed  as  Grand 
Master  of  the  Grand  Eodge  of  Panama.  He  is  also  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander  of  the  Scottish  Rite  in  that  country. 

PORTUGAL 

It  is  a  troublous  time  for  Portuguese  Freemasonry,  but,  in  spite 
of  many  difficulties,  the  Craft  seems  well  organized.  Today, 
working  regularly  under  the  obedience  of  the  Supreme  Council  for 
Portugal  are  seven  Consistories,  twenty-two  Councils,  thirty- 
eight  Chapters  and  sixty-six  lodges.  These  are  spread  over  the 
Portuguese  territory  in  Europe,  the  Azores,  Madeira,  Cape  Verde, 
St.  Thomas  and  Mazambique.  The  brethren  seem  determined  to 
keep  up  their  courage  so  that  the  work  shall  go  on. 
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Last  year  seven  new  Active  members  were  created,  all  men  of 
high  standing  and  well  known  nationally. 

RUMANIA 

Notwithstanding  many  rumors  to  the  contrary,  the  original 
National  Grand  Lodge  of  Rumania  is  still  in  existence,  with  Prince 
Bibescu  as  Grand  Master  and  Erast  Peretz  as  Grand  Secretary. 

The  Supreme  Council  of  Rumania,  of  which  Jean  Pangal  is 
Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  meets  in  the  same  Masonic  Temple 
as  the  National  Grand  Lodge,  45  Rue  Campineanu,  Bucarest. 
Basile  Roata  is  Secretary-General.  The  Supreme  Council  accepts 
no  members  for  the  Rite  who  are  not  members  in  good  standing  of 
the  National  Grand  Lodge. 

SANTO  DOMINGO 

Masonry  is  very  active  in  Santo  Domingo.  The  Supreme 
Council  takes  a  live  interest  in  civil  affairs  and  is  evidently  quite 
en  rapport  with  the  Government  authorities.  At  the  last  Annual 
Session  of  Supreme  Council,,  a  committee  was  formed  to  establish  a 
system  of  public  instruction  by  radio.  It  will  start  with  lessons  in 
foreign  languages.  The  Council  has  also  established  a  “scholastic” 
prize  to  be  bestowed  upon  scholars  who  stand  highest  in  their  school 
work.  These  prizes  consist  of  books,  medals  and  diplomas. 

Early  last  year  a  serious  fire  broke  out  in  Santo  Domingo  near 
a  warehouse  which  contained  an  immense  tank  filled  with  gasoline. 
The  fire  brigade  by  heroic  efforts  stoped  the  progress  of  the  flames 
before  they  reached  the  tank  and  saved  that  part  of  the  city  from 
heavy  disaster. 

The  Supreme  Council  awarded  its  “Civic  Merit  Diploma”  to  the 
fire  brigade  and  the  presentation  was  made  with  great  ceremony. 
A  rostrum  was  erected  in  front  of  the  Masonic  Temple,  upon  which 
were  seated  the  Secretary  of  State  of  the  Republic,  the  Mayor,  the 
Sovereign  Grand  Commander  and  other  dignitaries.  The  brigade 
in  full  uniform,  and  equipment,  made  an  imposing  display  to  the 
vast  throng  present.  Leading  Masons  pinned  a  decoration  button 
upon  each  member  of  the  brigade.  The  whole  public  and  the  press 
applauded  the  action  and  this  method  of  rewarding  merit. 

SPAIN 

To  the  outside  observer  it  must  seem  ridiculous  that  Masons 
should  be  blamed  in  any  way  for  the  uprisings  and  political  troubles 
in  Spain.  For  instance,  we  know  that  of  the  3,000  insurgents 
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arrested  in  Catalonia  only  twelve  were  Freemasons,  and  even  of 
these  it  could  not  be  said  that  their  political  prejudices  and  leanings 
were  at  all  due  to  their  association  with  the  Craft. 

So  far  as  is  known,  only  one  Masonic  lodge  in  Spain  has  been 
closed  by  the  Government.  At  Madrid  and  Barcelona  the  leaders  of 
the  Grand  Orient  and  the  Grand  Lodge  voluntarily  suspended  work 
for  a  fortnight  but  the  temples  were  not  closed.  Agitation  has 
subsided  but  the  reactionary  press  still  fulminates  against  Free¬ 
masonry  and  demands  that  all  Masonic  lodges  be  closed.  The 
papers  even  go  so  far  as  to  blame  Masonry  not  only  for  the  Spanish 
revolt  but  also  for  the  assassination  of  King  Alexander,  although  it  is 
well  known  that  the  King  himself  was  an  enthusiastic  member  of  the 
Craft. 


TURKEY 

On  August  1st,  1934,  Turkish  Masons  celebrated  the  twenty- 
fifth  anniversary  of  the  establishment  of  their  Grand  Orient.  There 
were  present  at  the  occasion  over  three  hundred  brethren  and  mes¬ 
sages  of  felicitation  and  good  wishes  were  read  from  many  Masonic 
Grand  bodies  throughout  the  world.  The  meeting  was  held  in 
Constantinople  and  was  presided  over  by  the  Grand  Master,  Ill  .*. 
Bro  Mouhidden  Osman,  33°.

The  Special  Committee  on  the  Allocution  of  the  Sovereign 
Grand  Commander  presented  the  following  Report : 

To  the  Supreme  Council,  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish 

Rite  for  the  Dominion  of  Canada. 

Illustrious  Brethren: 

Your  Committee,  appointed  to  consider  the  Allocution  of  the 
Most  Puissant  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  beg  to  report  as 
follows : 

Your  Committee  concur  in  the  sympathetic  reference  to  the 
losses  which  this  Supreme  Council  has  suffered  since  our  last  Annual 
session.  It  is  a  matter  of  no  small  moment  that  we  have  to  repair 
the  gaps  caused  by  the  deaths  of  three  Active  and  six  Honorary 
members  of  the  Council. 

The  brethren  will,  doubtless,  also  approve  of  the  expression  of 
regret  for  the  death  of  so  many  distinguished  brethren  of  other 
jurisdictions. 

Your  Committee  recommend  that  all  the  official  appointments 
of  Grand  Representatives  made  by  the  Sovereign  Grand  Com¬ 
mander  be  approved  and  confirmed. 
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Your  Committee  notes  with  pleasure  the  many  activities  of  the 
Grand  Commander  during  the  year,  evinced  by  his  attendance  at 
many  meetings  of  the  various  constituent  bodies  both  within  and 
without  this  jurisdiction. 

Your  Committee  listened  with  much  interest  to  the  Grand 
Commander’s  account  of  his  visit  to  the  International  Conference  of 
Supreme  Councils  held  at  Brussels  last  June.  The  established 
position  of  aloofness  taken  by  the  Supreme  Councils  of  England, 
Ireland  and  Scotland  with  respect  to  such  so  called  International 
meetings  has  always  made  the  British  Mason  of  the  Scottish  Rite  a 
little  doubtful  as  to  the  utility  of  such  conferences;  but,  perhaps, 
they  are  worth  while  if  only  to  show  in  a  practical  way  that  our 
sympathies  are  with  our  sister  Councils  of  Continental  Europe  in 
their  undoubted  trials  and  difficulties. 

The  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  asks  that  the  resolution, 
expressed  by  mail  vote,  authorizing  his  official  representation  of  this 
Supreme  Council  at  the  International  Conference  in  Brussels,  be 
formally  confirmed  and  your  Committee,  therefore,  recommendfs  that 
the  said  resolution  be  approved  and  ratified. 

It  is  without  doubt  gratifying  to  know  that  the  Sovereign 
Grand  Commander  was  able  to  attend  a  meeting  of  the  Supreme 
Council  for  England  and  Wales  and  that  he  was  honoured  by  being 
elected  an  Honorary  Member  of  that  distinguished  body.

To  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish 

Rite  of  Freemasonry  for  the  Dominion  of  Canada. 

Sirs  and  Brethren: 

Your  Committee  has  carefully  considered  all  the  Reports  of  the 
Illustrious  Deputies  to  hand  and  find  that  while  some  Provinces 
show  an  increase  in  total  membership,  others  show  a  slight  decrease 
but  that  on  the  whole  there  is  expressed  a  feeling  of  optimism  rather 
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than  that  of  depression,  that  the  past  few  years  have  had  the 
salutary  influence  of  drawing  the  members  of  the  fraternity  much 
closer  to  one  another,  stimulating  a  greater  interest  in  the  preparation 
of  and  rendition  of  the  ritualistic  work,  and  far  and  beyond  this,  the 
seeking  for  and  finding  of  cases  of  distress  and  need  and  the  rendering 
of  that  Masonic  interest  and  assistance  in  such  a  way  as  to  cause  the 
members  of  the  fraternity  one  and  all,  to  realize  the  true  meaning  of 
brotherhood  and  a  feeling  of  gladness  that  membership  in  such  an 
organization  for  spiritual  and  moral  uplift  was  their  privilege  and 
possession.  This  Supreme  Council  has  therefore  good  reason  to  be 
thankful  and  its  enthusiasm  should  be  shown  and  its  moral  and 
financial  support  readily  given  by  the  Most  Puissant  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander,  when  and  where  conditions  are  found  to  be  warranted 
by  himself  or  his  Committee. 

The  financial  condition  of  the  various  parts  of  the  Order  through¬ 
out  the  Jurisdiction  calls  for  a  word  of  satisfaction  and  it  is  hoped 
that  the  same  wise  stewardship  on  the  part  of  those  responsible  for 
this  branch  of  the  work,  will  continue  to  be  exercised,  and  an  ever 
satisfactory,  sound  and  improving  state  be  shown. 

Regarding  the  financial  conditions  in  certain  Valleys  where  it 
has  been  found  difficult  to  maintain  the  per  capita  returns  to  Supreme 
Council  owing  to  the  large  amount  of  outstanding  dues,  your  Com¬ 
mittee  concurs  in  the  suggestion  that  a  small  committee  be  appointed 
by  Supreme  Council  for  the  investigation  of  and  suggestion  as  to  the 
necessary  actions  required  to  be  taken  therewith,  such  Committee 
to  report  their  findings  and  suggestions  to  Supreme  Council  before 
any  final  action  is  taken. 

Your  Committee  recognizes  that  lack  of  applicants  for  the 
degrees  of  the  Consistories,  Chapters  and  Lodges  at  the  present  time 
does  exist  but  would  not  go  so  far  as  to  say  that  it  indicates  a  lack  of 
interest,  enthusiasm  or  effort  on  the  part  of  the  individual  members 
of  these  bodies,  but  rather  a  condition  of  the  times.  It  is  hoped  by  the 
Committee  that  each  and  every  member  of  the  A  .'.  and  A  .*.  S  R 
will  not  fail  to  encourage  and  secure  for  membership  any  good  ma¬ 
terial  that  can  be  obtained  by  judicious  encouragement. 

It  might  be  suggested  by  the  Committee  that  all  Honorary 
as  well  as  Active  members  of  Supreme  Council  should  be  encouraged 
to  attend  as  many  Regular  Meetings  of  this  Council  as  is  at  all 
possible.  Such  attendance  will  not  only  result  in  much  benefit  and 
increased  knowledge  for  them,  but  the  friendships  formed,  renewed 
and  cemented  will  more  than  repay  for  the  necessary  time  and  ex¬ 
pense  required,  while  the  Annual  Communications  of  Supreme 
Council  would  become  much  more  outstanding  and  influential. 
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As  to  the  question  of  altering  the  periods  of  time  required  before 
a  brother  can  be  advanced  from  the  3rd  to  the  4th  degree,  from  the 
14th  to  the  15th  degree  and  also  from  the  18th  to  the  19th  degree, 
your  committee  feels  that  the  question  has  already  been  well  con¬ 
sidered  by  Supreme  Council  from  all  the  various  points  of  import¬ 
ance  before  setting  such  definite  periods  as  a  statutory  requisite,  and 
that  while  increased  membership  might  be  obtained  by  altering  these 
to  shorter  periods  or  even  total  elimination,  it  is  felt  that  much  that  is 
very  desirable  and  valuable  in  the  membership  of  the  A  and  A 
S  .*•  R  would  be  lost  never  to  be  rectified.  Your  Committee  does 
not  therefore  feel  that  such  a  recommendation  can  be  made  at  the 
present  time  but  that  it  might  be  left  for  Supreme  Council  to  deal 
with  in  Executive  Session  after  due  notice  had  been  given  that  each 
and  every  member  of  that  body  might  have  ample  opportunity  for 
wise  consideration  thereof,  and  full  expression  of  his  opinion  thereon. 

The  complimentary  dinner  and  presentation  to  Ill  .’.  Bro  .'.  F.  J. 
Howell  33°  on  his  retirement  as  Eieut.  Grand  Commander  was  a 
delightful  recognition  of  a  worthy  member  who  had  proven  himself 
a  tower  of  strength  in  many  ways  and  a  man  in  every  sense  of  the 
term.  All  members  of  Supreme  Council  join  with  the  Hamilton 
members  of  Supreme  Council  in  expressing  feelings  of  affection, 
respect  and  thanks  to  Ill  Bro  Howell  with  the  hope  that  he  may 
be  long  spared  to  join  with  us  in  the  work  which  lies  so  close  to  his 
heart. 

The  interesting  visits  between  Montreal  and  Quebec  are  worthy 
of  a  passing  note  and  doubtless  these  reminders  of  past  friendly 
relationships  will  be  ever  prized  and  cause  the  ties  of  brotherhood  to 
become  closer  and  closer  as  time  passes  by. 

Your  Committee  also  notes  with  pleasure  the  continued  friendly 
relationships  between  this  Supreme  Council  and  its  constituent  parts 
and  the  various  other  Supreme  Councils  and  their  parts  whether  close 
at  hand  or  far  removed.  It  is  the  earnest  prayer  of  this  Supreme 
Council  that  this  condition  may  continue  to  exist,  only  to  a  greater 
and  greater  degree. 

It  is  with  much  regret  and  sadness  that  your  Committee  notes 
the  great  losses  suffered  throughout  the  various  Districts  as  well  as  by 
Supreme  Council.  Many  very  valuable  lives  have  been  closed  and 
yet  we  have  this  to  be  thankful  for,  that  while  those  lives  lasted,  the 
best  efforts  and  influences  they  had,  were  exercised  in  the  interests  of 
Scottish  Rite  Freemasonry,  to  be  continued  now  that  they  have 
passed  to  the  Great  Beyond. 

Your  Committee  wishes  to  express  its  pleasure  at  the  very 
evident  conscientious,  painstaking  devotedness  to  duty  of  each  and 
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all  the  Deputies  of  the  various  Provinces  in  their  work  of  overseeing 
the  work  of  the  various  Lodges,  Chapters  and  Consistories,  under 
their  charge  and  notes  with  pride  the  evidence  of  harmony  existing 
between  them  and  their  constituent  charges.

The  labors  of  Supreme  Council  being  ended,  the  Chain 
of  Union  was  formed  and  the  Council  was  closed  at  11.30  a.m. 
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ILL/.  BRO.\  ELIAS  TALBOT  MALONE,  33° 

Ill  and  Most  Worshipful  Brother  Malone  was  born  in 
King’s  County,  Ireland,  on  the  11th  of  February,  1854.  When 
he  was  nine  years  of  age  his  parents  came  to  the  Province  of 
Ontario  and  settled  in  the  southern  part  of  the  County  of 
Oxford.  If  in  later  years  he  showed  the  influence  of  the 
County  of  his  adoption  he  also  retained  the  charming  char¬ 
acteristics  of  the  Country  of  his  birth.  The  writer  once  said 
of  him  in  his  presence:  “For  an  Irishman  he  is  an  excellent 
Grand  Treasurer,”  and  received  the  ready  and  witty  retort: 
“It  is  because  I  was  brought  up  in  Zorra.” 

Bro.  Malone  received  his  early  education  at  a  Private 
School  in  the  City  of  Toronto,  and  afterwards  at  a  Grammar 
School  in  Ingersoll.  The  Law  seems  to  have  had  its  attrac¬ 
tions  for  him  and  in  due  course  he  entered  Osgoode  Hall,  was 
enrolled  as  Solicitor  in  1876,  and  called  to  the  Bar  in  the  fol¬ 
lowing  year.  He  received  his  Patent  as  one  of  His  Majesty’s 
Counsel  and  Learned  in  the  Law  in  the  year  1899. 

In  the  practice  of  his  chosen  profession  he  was  singularly 
successful.  Partly  perhaps  from  personal  inclination  and 
partly  also  from  an  increasing  deafness  which  rendered  his 
appearance  at  the  Bar  rather  difficult,  his  activities  were 
directed  more  to  the  office  of  the  lawyer  than  to  the  Court 
Room.  He  soon  became  the  able  and  trusted  adviser  of  a 
number  of  leading  business  and  financial  institutions,  a  Dir¬ 
ector  of  several  of  them,  and  was  at  the  time  of  his  death  the 
general  counsel  and  Vice-President  of  two  of  the  largest — 
The  Toronto  General  Trusts  Corporation  and  the  Imperial 
Life  Assurance  Co. 

His  Masonic  career  was  long  and  varied  and  of  him  it  may 
truly  be  said  that  in  matters  Masonic  “he  spoke  as  one  having 
authority”.  In  1877  he  was  initiated  into  Zetland  Lodge 
in  Toronto,  became  in  due  course  its  Master,  and  was  for  up¬ 
wards  of  forty  years  its  Treasurer,  an  office  which  he  still  held 
at  the  time  of  his  death.  He  was  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Canada  in  the  Province  of  Ontario  from  1899  until 
1901,  and  in  1902  was  elected  Grand  Treasurer,  in  which 
capacity  he  served  for  almost  thirty  years.  For  more  than  a 
quarter  of  a  century  he  instructed  the  District  Deputy 
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Grand  Masters  in  matters  of  ritual  and  in  the  duties  of  their 
office,  and  installed  the  officers  of  his  Grand  Lodge.  He  was 
a  Past  Grand  Master  of  the  Great  Priory  of  Canada,  Knights 
Templar,  and  an  Honorary  Past  Grand  First  Principal  of  our 
Grand  Chapter.  He  received  his  33rd  Degree  in  the  Ancient 
and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  on  the  24th  of  October,  1894,  and 
became  an  active  member  of  Supreme  Council  in  October, 
1896.  For  many  years  and  until  a  few  months  of  his  death  he 
served  that  body  in  the  capacity  of  Treasurer-General. 

Bro.  Malone  was  a  man  of  great  personal  charm,  and  a 
discriminating  lover  of  literature  and  art.  We  are  admonished 
to  be  “not  slothful  in  business,  fervent  in  spirit,  serving  the 
Lord.”  If,  as  seems  to  be  implied,  the  meaning  is  that  hap¬ 
piness  is  to  be  found  in  a  full  and  well  balanced  life,  then  Bro. 
Malone’s  was  a  useful  and  happy  life  indeed.  An  able  and 
successful  lawyer,  he  was  also  a  consistent  and  devoted 
churchman;  passionately  devoted  to  his  family  and  his  home, 
his  interest  in  Masonry  and  his  love  for  the  Craft  never  failed. 
He  has  gone  from  us  “full  of  years  and  honours”.  His  tall 
form,  which  had  become  almost  an  essential  part  of  our  Grand 
Lodge  and  Supreme  Council  Meetings,  will  be  seen  among  us 
no  more.  We  shall  miss  him — miss  him  for  the  service,  which 
he  rendered,  miss  him  for  the  man  that  he  was;  but  we  shall 
remember  him  always  with  honour  and  affection. 
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ILL/.  BRO.t  FRANK  GOODELL  WAIT,  33° 

Died  13th  August,  1935.  Illustrious  Brother  Frank 
Goodell  Wait,  33°,  was  born  in  the  Township  of  Beverley, 
Wentworh  County,  Ontario,  on  24th  October,  1864,  being  the 
son  of  George  Sylvanus  and  Maria  Louise  (Goodell)  Wait. 
He  was  educated  at  the  Public  Schools  and  Collegiate  In¬ 
stitute  of  Brant  County  and  later  at  Toronto  University, 
whence  he  graduated  in  1887  with  the  Degree  of  Bachelor 
of  Arts.  The  next  three  years  were  occupied  with  a  Fellow¬ 
ship  in  his  Alma  Mater,  upon  the  completion  of  which  he 
received  his  Master  of  Arts  Degree.  Following  his  University 
Course  he  was  appointed  Assistant  Chemist  in  the  Geological 
Survey  of  Canada,  with  which  work  and  Branch,  later  known 
as  the  Department  of  Mines,  he  remained  until  his  retirement 
in  1931,  he  having  been  for  many  years  the  Chief  of  the 
Chemical  Department. 

While  essentially  a  man  wrapped  up  in  his  home  and  his 
profession,  he  found  considerable  time  to  devote  to  other 
organizations  and  greatly  to  the  benefit  of  the  organization 
whatever  it  might  be.  As  a  chemist  he  was  a  member  of  the 
Chemical  Society  of  London,  Eng.,  and  also  of  the  Canadian 
Institute  of  Chemistry.  He  was  also  keenly  interested  in 
Church  affairs  and  being  an  Anglican,  his  ability  was  recog¬ 
nized  by  the  Diocesan  heads  and  for  years  he  acted  as  Lay 
Secretary  of  the  Synod  of  the  Diocese  of  Ottawa,  and  as 
Treasurer  of  the  Extra  Diocesan  Funds  of  the  Anglican  Church. 
The  Church  of  his  Activity  was  St.  Matthews,  Ottawa,  from 
which  his  funeral  was  held  to  Beechwood  Cemetery,  after  a 
short  private  service  at  his  home,  2  Fourth  Ave.,  under  the 
spiritual  ministrations  of  his  clergyman,  Rev.  Canon  Robert 
Jefferson. 

For  many  years  after  Ill .'.  Bro  .'.  Wait  became  connected 
with  Masonry,  he  gave  of  his  talents  to  our  Fraternity  and  it 
may  be  truthfully  said  that  next  to  his  home,  Masonry  became 
his  greatest  diversion  and  while  in  the  Craft  Lodge  of  his 
adoption  he  served  through  the  various  offices  and  finally 
occupied  the  Master’s  Chair  with  distinction  he  will  ever  be 
most  generally  and  kindly  remembered  by  his  brethren  as 
Secretary  of  the  Ottawa  Lodge  of  Perfection  and  Registrar 
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of  the  Murray  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix,  which  offices  he  filled 
in  a  most  efficient  manner  for  thirty-seven  years  and  twenty- 
seven  years  respectively,  being  personally  acquainted  with 
each  member  to  the  extent  of  knowing  intimately  his  address, 
occupation  and  character.  His  records  were  models  of  accur¬ 
acy  and  the  detail  thereof  most  remarkable.  Whilst  in  the 
midst  of  attending  to  this  minutiae  of  detail  and  effort,  it  was 
a  delight  to  have  him  start  to  tell  an  apt  story  or  utter  a  clever 
bit  of  repartee,  for  no  one  enjoyed  a  joke  or  laugh  more  than 
Ill.'.  Bro Wait.  This  characteristic  stood  out  most  prom¬ 
inently  even  to  the  last  when  his  physical  condition  might 
easily  have  caused  its  suppression. 

To  his  Masonic  brethren,  it  is  another  great  loss  but  they 
have  this  consolation  that  his  life  was  one  of  endeavour  for  the 
betterment  of  present  and  future  things  and  a  living  example 
for  others  to  exemplify. 

Illustrious  Brother  Wait’s  Masonic  interests  were  many, 
as  indicated  hereafter: 

Initiated  into  St.  George  Lodge,  No.  243,  26th  April, 
1888;  Received  into  Civil  Service  Lodge,  No.  148;  Affiliated 
with  The  Builders,  No.  177,  Ottawa,  12  Oct.  1900;  Master, 
The  Builders,  1907-1908;  Assistant  Grand  Secretary,  18  July, 
1923 ;  Charter  Member  of  Ottawa  Chapter  Royal  Arch 
Masons;  Received  14°  Ottawa  Lodge  of  Perfection,  14  March, 
1892;  Received  18°  Murray  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix,  30  March, 
1896;  Received  32°  Moore  Consistory,  1  February,  1906; 
Secretary  Ottawa  Lodge  of  Perfection,  1894-1931;  Registrar 
Murray  Chapter  Rose  Croix,  1904-1931;  Made  Honourary 
Member  Supreme  Council,  28  October,  1909;  Crowned  Active 
Member  Supreme  Council,  23  October,  1919;  Member  of  the 
Royal  Order  of  Scotland.

Wait  must  have  enjoyed  in 
seeing  Mrs.  Wait  and  himself  surrounded  by  five  manly  sons, 
all  well  educated,  alert,  active,  exemplary  in  every  way  and 
eager  for  advancement  in  their  professional  walks  of  life. 

To  Mrs.  Wait  and  these  sons,  Supreme  Council  for  the 
Dominion  of  Canada  and  the  members  of  its  constituent 
bodies  express  the  most  heartfelt  sympathy. 


ALEXANDER  CHISHOLM 
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ILL.*.  BRO.\  ALEXANDER  CHISHOLM,  33° 

passed  away  at  his  summer  home  at  Kenstone  Beach,  near 
Bobcaygeon,  Ontario.  By  the  passing  of  this  Illustrious 
Brother,  Masonry  in  general,  and  the  Scottish  Rite  in  particu¬ 
lar,  has  lost  one  of  its  most  earnest  and  devoted  members. 

He  was  born  in  Reach  Township,  Ontario  County,  Oct. 
29th,  1874,  of  Canadian  parents.  His  early  education  was  in 
the  public  and  high  schools  in  Port  Perry.  Coming  to  Tor¬ 
onto  at  the  age  of  fifteen  years,  he  entered  the  employ  of  a 
wholesale  shoe  house  on  Front  Street,  where  he  fitted  himself 
to  carry  on  a  retail  shoe  business  in  West  Toronto  for  more  than 
twenty  years.  He  became  known  as  a  shrewd  business  man, 
intensely  interested  in  the  community  in  which  he  lived.  He 
retired  from  business  in  1917. 

In  his  civic  and  municipal  life  he  devoted  his  talents  and 
business  ability,  to  the  general  improvement  and  welfare  of 
the  City,  entering  the  City  Council  in  1927,  as  an  Alderman  of 
Ward  Seven.  He  was  largely  responsible  for  having  the  Coun¬ 
cil  institute  “Through”  Streets,  and  “Stop”  Signs,  which  have 
undoubtedly  saved  many  lives  in  Toronto. 

On  entering  the  Council  he  became  a  Member  of  the 
Committee  on  Works,  and  one  of  the  City  Representatives  in 
the  Victoria  Industrial  School.  In  his  second  year  in  Council 
he  was  appointed  to  the  Works  and  Legislation  Committee, 
and  elected  a  Director  of  the  Canadian  National  Exhibition, 
and  the  Toronto  Hospital  for  Consumptives. 

His  third  year  found  him  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Works,  and  a  City  Representative  with  the  House  of  Industry, 
Toronto  General  Hospital,  and  Children’s  Aid  Society,  as  well 
as  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Health  in  1931,  continuing 
through  his  remaining  years  in  Council  in  connection  with  the 
local  Board  of  Health,  in  promoting  the  interests  and  assisting 
in  the  activities  of  Maternal  Welfare. 

He  enjoyed  the  confidence  and  respect  of  every  member 
of  the  Council;  his  personality,  fine  business  judgment,  and 
unselfish  devotion  to  the  best  interests  of  the  City  were  great 
assets  to  the  community.  At  the  end  of  the  year  1933  he 
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announced  his  retirement,  leaving  the  field  voluntarily, 
accepting  the  position  as  Chairman  of  the  local  Mothers’ 
Allowance  Board. 

Soon  after  he  came  to  Toronto  as  a  young  man,  he  at¬ 
tended  and  joined  the  Clinton  Methodist  Church,  and  in  due 
course  connected  himself  with  the  Sunday  School,  Young 
People’s  and  Young  Men’s  Meetings,  acting  as  Assistant 
Secretary  of  the  Sunday  School,  until  a  change  of  residence 
to  Parkdale,  where  he  joined  the  Dunn  Avenue  Methodist 
Church. 

There  he  taught  a  class  of  boys,  and  was  largely  re¬ 
sponsible  for  the  organization  of  the  Young  Men’s  class  of  the 
Church  for  Mutual  Fellowship  and  Study.  Again  a  change  of 
residence  followed  to  West  Toronto,  and  High  Park  Ave.  United 
Church  was  his  choice,  of  which  he  was  for  the  last  ten  years 
its  Treasurer.  Devoted  and  earnest  in  promoting  the  prin¬ 
ciples  of  Christianity,  yet  in  a  modest  and  unobtrusive  man¬ 
ner,  to  him  much  credit  is  due  in  placing  the  financial  interests 
of  the  Church  in  the  enviable  position  of  security  which  it  now 
enjoys. 

In  Freemasonry  too,  he  found  expression  for  his  per¬ 
sonality  and  service. 

He  was  initiated  in  Victoria  Lodge  No.  474,  Toronto  on 
September  14th,  1905,  withdrawing  therefrom  December 
16th,  1924. 

On  the  formation  of  Temple  Lodge  No.  525,  Toronto,  he 
became  one  of  the  Charter  Members  being  elected  to  the  office 
of  Worshipful  Master  in  1920. 

The  City  of  Toronto  during  the  years  1921-22  experienced 
a  rapid  development,  and  numerous  Craft  Lodges  came  into 
being.  Runnymede  Lodge  No.  619,  situated  in  the  Western 
limits  of  the  City  was  instituted  February  28th,  1923,  with 
our  worthy  brother  as  its  first  Worshipful  Master. 

In  the  Scottish  Rite  an  equal  interest  was  engendered. 
He  received  the  Fourth  Degree  in  the  Toronto  Lodge  of  Per¬ 
fection,  March  13th,  1911,  the  Eighteenth  Degree  in  Toronto 
Chapter  Rose  Croix  March  22nd,  1918,  and  the  Thirty-second 
Degree  in  Moore  Consistory,  Hamilton,  November  28th, 
1924.  He  was  Thrice  Puissant  Grand  Master,  Toronto 
Lodge  of  Perfection,  1926.  He  was  made  an  Honorary 
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Inspector-General  by  the  Supreme  Council,  (in  Halifax,  N.S.), 
October  6th,  1926,  and  Crowned  an  Active  Member  (In 
Ottawa)  October  4th,  1933. 

He  was  Chairman  of  the  Benevolent  Committee  of  the 
Rite  in  Toronto,  and  one  of  the  most  consistent  and  diligent 
workers  in  our  bodies.  His  conception  of  a  practical  Masonic 
life  was  excellent,  winning  him  a  host  of  friends  and  admirers. 

The  funeral  service  was  held  under  the  auspices  of  Temple 
and  Runnymede  Lodges,  a  short  service  was  conducted  first 
at  the  home  of  his  brother.  Following  this  service,  in  High 
Park  Avenue  United  Church,  the  Rev.  H.  W.  Avison,  Minister 
of  the  Church  officiated,  assisted  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  W.  H. 
Hincks,  a  former  pastor,  who  extolled  the  many  excellent 
qualities  of  our  departed  brother.  A  large  number  of  citizens, 
Civic,  Municipal,  and  Masonic  attended,  also  the  Choir, 
which  rendered  suitable  music. 

The  Honorary  Pallbearers  were  Masonic  brethren,  the 
Active  Pallbearers,  John  B.  Goff,  33°,  Lewis  F.  Riggs,  33°, 
representing  the  Scottish  Rite,  Works  Commissioner  R.  C. 
Harris,  Frank  Whetters,  the  City,  W.  T.  Fegan,  and  Malcolm 
Strachan,  the  West  Toronto  Business  Men.  Interment  took 
place  in  Park  Lawn  Cemetery,  with  full  Masonic  Rites. 

Besides  his  widow,  he  is  survived  by  two  brothers,  Morley 
S.  Chisholm,  John  L.  Chisholm,  two  sisters,  Mrs.  T.  H. 
Burton,  and  Mrs.  C.  E.  Maughan,  all  of  Toronto. 

We  pay  tribute  to  his  life  of  devotion  and  loyalty,  true 
to  every  obligation,  faithful  in  performance  of  every  duty 
assigned  to  him  and  bound  by  the  vows  of  our  beloved  order. 
May  God  keep  him  in  his  Holy  Keeping.

JAMES  ALEXANDER  OVAS 
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ILL/.  BRO/.  JAMES  ALEXANDER  OVAS,  33° 

Born,  20th  July,  1854;  Initiated,  30th  May,  1877; 
Died,  9th  March,  1935;  Past  Grand  Master;  Honorary 
Inspector-General,  33°;  Grand  Secretary  of  Manitoba  for 
35  years. 

Bro  /.  Ovas  was  born  near  Toronto,  Ontario,  July  20th, 
1854,  but  moved  with  his  parents  to  Collingwood,  when  about 
ten  years  of  age,  residing  there  until  1882  when  he  decided  to 
turn  his  footsteps  westward,  locating  at  Souris  and  a  few 
years  later  at  Rapid  City,  Manitoba.  He  was  initiated  into 
Masonry  in  Manito  Lodge  No.  90,  G.R.C.,  located  at  Colling¬ 
wood,  on  May  30th,  1877,  and  at  once  became  interested  in 
the  teachings  and  work  of  the  Craft,  to  which  almost  fifty 
-eight  years  of  his  life  was  unsparingly  devoted. 

His  Masonic  affiliations  were  very  extensive.  He  was  an 
Honorary  member  of  his  mother  lodge  at  Collingwood,  Ont., 
and  of  the  following  lodges  on  the  Grand  Register  of  Mani¬ 
toba:  The  Assiniboine,  No.  114;  St.  John’s,  No.  4;  Lord 
Selkirk  No.  137;  Northern  Light,  No.  10;  Empire  No.  127, 
Mount  Sinai  No.  143,  all  of  Winnipeg;  and  of  Glenwood  No. 
27  Souris  and  Corinthian  No.  15  Rapid  City. 

He  was  an  Honorary  Past  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Saskatchewan. 

In  1908  he  was  appointed  Representative  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  England  near  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Manitoba  and  held 
this  appointment  up  to  the  time  of  his  death. 

In  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Manitoba,  he  was  elected  District 
Deputy  Grand  Master  of  the  5th  Masonic  District,  12th 
February,  1886;  Grand  Senior  Warden  11th  February,  1887; 
Deputy  Grand  Master,  9th  February,  1888  and  Most  Wor¬ 
shipful  Grand  Master,  12th  June,  1890.  Ten  years  later,  on 
the  13th  June,  1900  he  was  elected  Grand  Secretary,  which 
office  he  held  for  well  nigh  thirty-five  years. 

His  Scottish  Rite  connection  was  as  follows: 

He  was  Thrice  Puissant  Grand  Master  of  Winnipeg  Lodge 
of  Perfection,  1902;  Most  Wise  Sovereign,  Bethesda  Chapter 
of  Rose  Croix,  1905  and  1906, and  Commander-in-Chief  of 
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Manitoba  Consistory,  1912-1915;  Honorary  Inspector-Gen¬ 
eral,  1910. 

Ill .*.  Bro  .*.  Ovas  was  married  on  the  8th  October,  1885, 
to  Miss  Lottie  Louise  Logie,  and  is  survived  by  his  widow; 
two  sons,  James  MacDonald,  of  Saskatoon,  Sask.,  and  Alan 
Gordon  of  Winnipeg,  and  by  two  daughters,  Mrs.  R.  E.  Frost 
of  Los  Angeles,  California,  and  Mrs.  E.  W.  McKean  of 
Winnipeg. 

He  was  a  member  and  faithful  attendant  for  many  years 
of  Augustine  United  Church,  Winnipeg,  and  in  this  Church  the 
funeral  service  was  held  on  the  12th  Mar.,  1935,  being  con¬ 
ducted  by  M.  W.  Bro.  Rev.  Dr .  A.  B .  Baird,  a  life  long  friend,  and 
fellow  worker  in  the  Craft  for  many  years. 

Bro.  Ovas  was  a  man  of  noble  character,  a  true  Mason, 
an  ideal  citizen,  a  satisfying  friend. 

He  served  Masonry  in  Manitoba  for  a  long  period  of 
years  in  a  most  faithful  and  efficient  manner,  and  in  all  his 
activities  he  was  very  greatly  beloved  and  highly  regarded, 
because  of  his  faithfulness  to  the  obligations  he  had  assumed, 
his  devotion  to  duty,  and  his  genial,  kindly,  sympathetic 
nature. 

His  outstanding  contribution  was  made  during  thrity- 
five  years  of  continuous  service  as  Grand  Secretary,  and  it 
would  be  well  nigh  impossible  to  over-estimate  the  value  of 
such  service  and  leadership,  in  the  pioneer  period  of  Masonry 
in  this  Province,  and  his  work  has  been  and  will  continue  to  be 
an  inspiration  to  the  brethren  of  later  days. 

Possessed  of  a  graceful  appearance  and  bearing,  clear 
impressive  voice,  and  a  wonderful  memory,  he  shone  in 
Ritualist  work  in  Craft  Masonry  and  outstandingly  so  in 
many  of  the  degrees  of  the  Scottish  Rite.  Those  who  were 
privileged  to  see  and  hear  him  in  the  various  roles  which  he 
assumed  will  always  remember  “Jim”  Ovas,  as  we  affection¬ 
ately  called  him. 

To  his  sorrowing  widow  and  family  we  extend  sincerest 
sympathy. 

“They’re  passiing  away,  those  dear  old  friends, 

Like  a  leaf  on  the  current  cast 
With  never  a  break  in  the  rapid  flow 
We  watch  them  as  one  by  one,  they  go 
Into  the  beautiful  past.”

FREDERICK  MARR 
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ILL/.  BRO FREDERICK  MARR,  33° 

In  the  passing  of  Bro Marr  in  the  Toronto  General 
Hospital  on  February  14th,  1935,  Barrie  lost  one  of  its  oldest 
and  most  respected  citizens  and  Masonry  one  of  its  most 
loyal  and  beloved  members. 

He  was  within  a  few  days  of  his  eighty-second  birthday 
and  was  spending  the  winter  in  Toronto.  He  was  enjoying 
comparatively  good  health  and  attended  church  the  Sunday 
previous  to  his  death. 

He  was  born  in  London,  England  in  1853  being  the 
youngest  son  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Edward  Marr. 

His  parents  were  intimate  friends  of  Alfred  Tennyson, 
Charles  Dickens,  Wilkie  Collins  and  other  writers.  The 
influence  of  such  men  on  the  young  boy  could  be  seen  later  in 
his  love  of  books.  He  was  a  wide  reader  of  what  was  best  in 
literature.  The  resultant  breadth  of  vision  and  fund  of 
knowledge  made  him  a  remarkable  conversationalist,  who  was 
able  to  draw  something  of  interest  from  his  wide  knowledge 
and  experience  of  life,  with  the  humorous  always  outcropping 
to  brighten  any  company. 

Bro.  Marr  attended  school  at  Gilford,  Surrey,  and  later 
entered  Guy’s  Hospital  London,  where  he  spent  three  years 
training  for  the  medical  profession,  which  however  he  did  not 
enter  but  instead  studied  accountancy. 

In  1876  he  came  to  Canada  and  bought  a  farm  at  Thorn^. 
ton,  a  few  miles  south  of  Barrie.  Here  he  married  Margare 
A.  Pearson  in  1878,  who  survives  him  together  with  three 
daughters,  Mrs.  C.  W.  Lloyd  and  Miss  Hazel  Marr  of  Toronto 
and  Mrs.  W.  R.  Laing  of  North  Bay  and  an  adopted  son 
Beecher  M.  Conron  of  Toronto,  to  whom  our  sincere  sym¬ 
pathy  is  extended. 

He  moved  to  Barrie  in  1885  where  he  practised  his  pro¬ 
fession  of  accountancy.  He  served  many  firms  for  long 
periods  and  for  thirty  four  years  was  secretary-treasurer  of 
the  Board  of  Education.  He  retired  from  active  work  in  1930. 

Until  recent  years  he  was  an  enthusiastic  bowler  and  a 
keen  chess  player. 
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He  was  an  active  member  of  Collier  Street  United  Church 
and  his  advice  on  matters  affecting  its  welfare  was  always 
sought.  For  many  years  he  was  treasurer  of  the  Church  and 
a  member  of  the  Official  Board. 

The  influence  of  a  good  life  on  a  community  cannot  be  set 
down  in  precise  terms  and  yet  we  know  that  Bro  Marr’s 
sincerity,  kindness  and  sympathy,  unfailing  optimism  and 
humor;  his  love  of  what  is  best  in  life  and  his  steadfast  faith 
in  God  has  exerted  a  wholesome  and  lasting  influence. 

Shortly  after  coming  to  Barrie  he  was  initiated  into 
Masonry  in  Kerr  Lodge  of  which  he  became  Master  in  1889- 
1890  In  1891  he  joined  the  Barrie  Lodge  of  Perfection,  later 
Spry  Chapter  of  the  Rose  Croix  and  more  recently  the  Ham¬ 
ilton  Consistory.  In  October  1921  he  was  created  an  Hon¬ 
orary  Inspector-General  33°,  an  honor  which  he  prized  highly 
and  one  which  met  with  the  unanimous  appreciation  of  his 
brethren. 

Bro /.  Marr  was  a  very  pleasing  speaker,  who  was  ever 
ready  to  help  at  any  Masonic  function  and  because  of  his 
ability  was  almost  invariably  called  upon  to  speak.  He  had 
always  some  new  thought,  which  he  presented  in  his  own  un¬ 
affected  manner  and  with  such  sinceritv  that  what  he  had  to 
say  made  a  deep  impression  on  his  hearers.  His  pleasing 
store  of  illustration,  frequently  of  a  humorous  or  homely 
nature,  lighted  up  his  speech  and  clinched  his  thought. 

He  was  the  oldest  member  of  the  Rite  in  Barrie  and  of 
late  years  was  frequently  asked  to  say  a  word  to  the  Class  at 
the  close  of  the  Re-unions.  His  little  impromptu  talks  on 
such  occasions,  backed  by  his  years  and  his  love  of  masonry 
were  a  feature  that  will  be  greatly  missed. 

For  the  last  thirty  years  or  more  Bro/.  Marr  set  himself 
the  beautiful  task  of  visiting  the  sick  and  those  who  were 
shut  in  through  age  or  infirmity,  on  Sunday  afternoons. 
Radiating  hope  and  cheer  as  he  always  did,  his  visit  to  the 
sick  was  a  lift  along  the  road  to  health,  to  the  old  and  infirm 
his  visit  was  like  the  breath  of  spring,  and  to  those  whose 
days  were  few,  he  was  able  by  sharing  with  them  something 
of  his  own  deep  spiritual  life  to  leave  them  comforted  and 
encouraged  in  the  thought  that  “Round  about  and  under¬ 
neath  are  the  Everlasting  Arms”.  Of  him  it  may  truly  be 
said,  “I  was  sick  and  ye  visited  me.”

JAMES  ROBERT  MOODIE 
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ILL/.  BRO.\  JAMES  ROBERT  MOODIE,  33° 

On  the  16th  day  of  May,  1935,  at  his  home,  Blink  Bonnie, 
136  Bay  St.  South,  Hamilton,  Ontario,  there  passed  to  the 
Life  Eternal  another  of  our  beloved  brethren,  Ill  .*.  Bro 
James  Robert  Moodie,  33°,  at  the  age  of  78  years. 

Ill.*.  Bro.*.  Moodie  was  born  in  Hamilton,  March  11, 
1857,  the  eldest  son  of  John  and  Elizabeth  (Auld)  Moodie. 

As  a  lad  he  attended  Hamilton  Public  Schools,  and  al¬ 
ways  took  a  keen  interest  in  their  welfare,  being,  at  the  time 
of  his  death,  President  of  the  Central  School  Old  Boys’ 
Association. 

He  was  prominent  in  the  religious,  industrial,  military, 
civic  and  fraternal  life  of  the  city. 

He  was  married  to  Miss  Fannie  F.  Jolley,  who  pre¬ 
deceased  him  by  twelve  days.  There  survive  three  sons  and 
one  daughter,  James  Moodie,  Lieut. -Colonel  R.  R.  Moodie, 
J.  D.  Moodie  and  Mrs.  F.  Kent  Hamilton. 

Industrial  Life. — When  a  young  man  in  1888,  he  started 
the  Knitting  Company  which  bears  his  name.  He  possessed 
business  ability  in  no  small  measure,  and  was  noted  for  his 
integrity  and  uprightness  of  character.  Colonel  Moodie  was 
President  of  the  J.  R.  Moodie  and  Sons,  Limited,  underwear 
manufacturers  and  cotton  yarn  spinners,  King  Street  East, 
Hamilton;  President  of  the  Dominion  Power  and  Transmis¬ 
sion  Company,  of  which  he  was  one  of  its  largest  stockholders 
and  principal  promoters  and  Director  of  the  Southern  Canada 
Power  Company. 

Civic  Life. — Our  brother  was  prominent  in  all  the  bene¬ 
volent  and  charitable  organizations  of  the  city,  being  a  patron 
and  well-wisher  of  the  Community,  Red  Cross,  Sanatorium 
and  Soldiers’  Associations. 

Military  Life. — When  the  91st  Regiment,  Canadian 
Highlanders,  was  organized  in  September  1903,  Colonel 
Moodie  became  the  Honorary-Colonel  of  the  Regiment,  which 
office  he  continued  to  hold  down  to  the  time  of  his  demise. 
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Following  the  war  the  name  of  the  regiment  was  changed  to 
that  by  which  it  is  now  known,  the  Argyll  and  Sutherland 
Highlanders  of  Canada  (Princess  Louise’s). 

Fraternal  Activities. — He  was  initiated  into  St.  John’s 
Masonic  Lodge,  A.F.  &  A.M.,  No.  40,  on  the  21st  February, 
1889,  and  became  Past  Master  in  1904.  He  was  a  member  of 
Hamilton  Chapter  R.A.M.,  No.  175,  and  a  member  of  A.'. 
&  A  S  R  14°  January  3,  1905;  18°  January  31,  1906; 
32°  January  17,  1908;  33°  (Honorary),  October  25,  1922. 

It  may  not  be  generally  known  that  Ill  Bro  Moodie, 
out  of  his  kind  and  generous  heart,  made  it  possible  for  others 
to  receive  the  degrees  of  the  Scottish  Rite  of  Masonry.  His 
gift  of  the  splendid  organ  to  the  Scottish  Rite  Cathedral  in 
memory  of  his  father  will  ever  be  remembered  by  every  mem¬ 
ber  of  that  body  at  every  Reunion  and  Assembly. 

Recreational  Life. — He  was  a  member  of  the  Hamilton 
Tamahaac  Club;  Caledon  Club;  Hamilton  Golf  and  Country 
Club;  (President)  Muskoka  Lakes  Golf  and  Country  Club  and 
Midwick  Golf  and  Country  Club,  Los  Angeles,  California. 

Religious  Life. — Ill  Bro  Moodie  was  a  member  of  St. 
Paul’s  Presbyterian  Church,  having  served  on  the  Board  of 
Managers  and  Kirk  Session,  and  had  shown  throughout  his 
long  life  an  ardent  love  for  his  Church  and  its  services.  He 
had  given  generously  to  assist  her  work  in  Missionary  activity 
and  Church  building.  As  Vice-President  of  the  Hamilton 
Presbyterian  Church  Extension  Union  he  gave  of  his  time  and 
energy  to  further  the  cause  of  Presbyterianism  in  all  parts  of 
the  City.

After  a  comparatively  short  illness  Ill  /.  Bro Gray 
passed  away  on  June  4th,  1935,  at  his  late  residence  in  Hell- 
muth  Ave.,  London.  The  funeral  service  was  held  in  New 
St.  James  Presbyterian  Church,  where  for  many  years  he  had 
served  as  one  of  its  Elders. 

His  loss  will  be  felt  very  keenly  in  many  branches  of  the 
municipal  life  of  London,  for  he  was  one  who  gave  unsparingly 
of  his  time  and  abilities  in  the  many  activities  of  Civic  life. 
He  was  indeed  a  distinguished  figure  in  this  city,  and  one  who 
will  be  remembered  for  many  years  for  his  kindly  and  generous 
help  towards  the  many  institutions  that  were  built  to  take 
care  of  unfortunate  humanity. 

Ill  /.  Bro  /.  Gray  was  born  in  Toronto  on  August  22nd, 
1859,  son  of  James  Gray  of  Scotland  and  Elizabeth  Kelly  of 
Ireland.  He  came  to  London  with  his  parents  in  1860,  and 
had  resided  here  practically  ever  since. 

He  was  educated  at  the  Union  School  London,  and  upon 
leaving  school  became  associated  with  various  retail  dry- 
goods  Companies.  After  some  years  travelling  as  a  repre¬ 
sentative  of  Toronto  Wholesale  Drygoods  Companies,  he 
returned  to  London  in  1889,  finally  entering  business,  with 
E.  F.  H.  Parker  as  partner.  In  1910  he  assumed  control  of 
this  business  which  he  carried  on  most  successfully,  and 
retired  in  1929. 

During  the  European  War,  Ill/.  Bro/.  Gray  was  the 
Representative  of  the  Canada  Food  Board  for  Western 
Ontario. 

As  a  further  evidence  of  his  public  spirit,  innumerable 
activities  can  be  cited,  among  them  being  the  following: 
Member  of  Board  of  Education  1918-19;  Member  of  Hospital 
Trust  1920-21;  Director  Y.M.C.A.  Past  President  Rotary 
Club;  Past  President  Thistle  Club;  he  was  Life  member,  a 
former  President  and  an  Honourary  President  of  the  London 
Chamber  of  Commerce ;  and  he  also  took  an  active  part  in  the 
Seventh  Regiment  of  London,  1878-80.

After  the  World  War  he  established  and  donated  to  the 
Salvation  Army  the  “Ronald  Roy  Gray  Memorial  Home  for 
Children,”  at  London,  as  a  memorial  to  his  sons,  Lieut. 
Ronald  and  Capt.  Roy  who  made  the  supreme  sacrifice  during 
the  war. 

While  Ill Bro  .*.  Gray  did  not  give  much  service  to  the 
Ritual  of  Masonry,  he  was  a  most  valuable  contributor  to  its 
other  means  of  uplifting,  and  his  advice  and  good  judgment 
were  constantly  being  sought  in  Masonic  circles.  His  Masonic 
companionship  will  be  cherished  for  many  years. 

He  was  made  a  Master  Mason  in  St.  John’s  Lodge,  No. 
20,  30th  May,  1913;  entered  St.  John’s  Chapter  Royal  Arch 
Masons,  March  25th,  1914;  was  made  a  Knight  Templar, 
Nov.  27th,  1919;  he  was  a  member  of  long  standing  of  Mocha 
Temple;  was  admitted  into  the  Scottish  Rite  as  a  member  of 
the  London  Lodge  of  Perfection  24th  July,  1914;  and  he  was 
created  an  Honorary  Inspector-General  33°  by  Supreme 
Council  24th  October,  1922. 

Ill .'.  Bro .'.  Gray’s  chief  form  of  recreation  was  that  of 
Lawn  Bowling  at  which  he  was  very  proficient  and  resulted 
in  him  being  chosen  as  a  member  of  the  all-Canadian  team  to 
visit  the  British  Isles  in  1924. 

On  January  17th,  1883,  he  married  Margaret  E.  West- 
land  of  London  and  had  five  sons  (four  deceased,  the  fifth 
Leslie  R.  at  present  living  in  London)  and  two  daughters, 
(one  deceased,  Mrs.  W.  M.  Hoskin,  Ashcroft,  B.C.  the  remain¬ 
ing  one,  Mrs.  Hugh  McFarlane  at  present  living  in  Winnipeg). 

Ill  .*.  Bro  .*.  Gray  was  possessed  of  a  very  loveable  per¬ 
sonality,  was  in  every  sense  an  ideal  citizen,  and  of  him  can  be 
most  truly  said  that  he  was  one  of  the  best  of  God’s  gentlemen.

Albert  James  Walker,  F.C.A.,  passed  away  at  his  home, 
65  Cuthbert  Crescent,  Toronto,  on  February  11th,  1935,  in 
his  sixty-third  year.  Born  in  Toronto,  of  English  and  Scotch 
parents,  who  had  come  to  Canada  at  an  early  age  with  their 
own  families,  our  late  Brother’s  activities  were  chiefly  centered 
in  his  home  town,  of  which  he  remained  a  life-long  resident. 
His  early  education  was  in  our  Public  and  High  Schools, 
wherein  he  laid  the  foundation  for  the  profession  he  was  to 
follow  in  later  years,  and  he  enjoyed  the  privilege  of  being  one 
of  the  “Old  Boys’’  of  the  Ryerson  Public  School.  On  Feb¬ 
ruary  28th,  1895,  at  the  early  age  of  twenty-two,  he  married 
Eveleen  M.  E.  Dodds,  a  daughter  of  John  Dodds,  (a  native  of 
“Upper  Canada’’,  near  Orangeville)  who  predeceased  him  in 
1931. 

In  1902  he  passed  his  examinations  in  the  Institute  of 
Chartered  Accountants  of  Ontario,  gaining  the  Degree  of 
A.C.A.  and  at  once  became  the  accountant  for  the  Merchants 
Fire  Insurance  Co.,  and  for  the  Home  Life  Insurance  Co.  of 
Canada,  remaining  with  the  latter  in  this  capacity  until  1907, 
when  he  became  its  Secretary-Treasurer  until  1914.  After 
the  merger  of  this  Company  with  the  Sun  Life  Co.,  he  re¬ 
mained  but  a  short  time  with  the  new  organization,  then 
tendered  his  resignation  and  practised  as  a  public  accountant 
from  October  1st,  1914,  as  a  member  of  the  firm  of  Ruther¬ 
ford  Williamson  &  Co. 

When  the  Workman’s  Compensation  Board  came  into 
being  on  January  1st,  1915,  he  was  appointed  as  its  auditor 
and  remained  with  them  in  that  capacity  until  1923.  In  his 
chosen  profession  he  stood  amongst  the  highest,  for  his  ability 
was  outstanding,  and  he  held  many  positions  of  importance  in 
the  business  world. 

As  a  man  amongst  men,  his  genial  manner  and  ready  wit 
made  him  a  favorite  in  whatever  company  he  might  be.  He 
was  always  ready  and  willing  to  assume  duties  and  responsi¬ 
bilities  in  any  cause  that  would  tend  to  the  betterment  of  the 
organizations  to  which  he  was  attached. 
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In  1924  he  was  honored  with  election  to  the  Fellowship  of 
the  Institute  of  Chartered  Accountants  of  Ontario  and  also  of 
the  Dominion  Institute  of  Chartered  Accountants;  “F.C.A.” 
which  is  an  honor  looked  upon  with  just  pride  by  all  who 
receive  it. 

He  was  selected  to  act  as  Chairman  of  the  Civic  Survey 
Commission  for  the  City  of  Toronto  in  June  1926;  this  Com¬ 
mission  was  set  up  for  the  purpose  of  classifying,  grading  and 
rating  the  Municipal  services  and  correcting  existing  in¬ 
equalities  therein.  His  report  was  presented  in  due  time  and 
adopted  by  our  City  Council  in  November,  1927. 

He  held  membership  in  the  Civitan  and  the  Albany 
Clubs  and  was  also  a  Director  of  the  Empire  Life  Insurance 
Co.  From  about  1896  to  1902  he  was  a  member  of  the  Queen’s 
Own  Rifles,  receiving  promotions  up  to  the  rank  of  Color 
Sergeant. 

In  the  field  of  recreation,  amateur  photography  was  then 
popular  and  he  gained  considerable  proficiency  in  its  mysteries 
for  which  some  First  Awards  and  Most  Favorable  Mentions 
were  received,  Sailing  the  smaller  pleasure  craft,  and  lawn 
bowling,  played  a  very  important  part  in  his  latter  days  and 
he  took  part  in  both  National  and  International  Tournaments. 

His  religious  associations  were,  formerly,  with  the  West 
Presbyterian  and  the  Avenue  Road  Churches;  at  the  time  of 
his  death  he  was  a  member  of  the  Glebe  Road  United  Church. 

In  Freemasonry  he  was  initiated  in  St.  George’s  Lodge, 
No.  367,  Toronto,  on  June  4th,  1909,  passed  and  raised  in  due 
course.  He  affiliated  with  Ashlar  Lodge,  on  January  23rd, 
1912,  and  became  its  Wor.  Master  in  1928.  The  Scottish 
Rite  also  shared  its  interests  with  him,  as  he  received  the  4th 
Degree  on  October  14th,  1912,  in  the  Toronto  Lodge  of  Per¬ 
fection;  the  18th  Degree  on  January  18th,  1918,  in  the  Toronto 
Chapter,  Rose  Croix;  the  32nd  Degree  on  January  29th,  1920, 
in  Moore  Consistory,  at  Hamilton.  He  presided  as  Thrice 
Puissant  Grand  Master  of  the  first  body  in  1925,  and  as  Most 
Wise  Sovereign  of  the  second  in  1926,  and  the  high  honor  of 
Honorary  Inspector-General,  33°,  was  conferred  on  him  in  the 
City  of  Edmonton,  Alberta,  on  September  13th,  1929.  As  a 
final  reward  for  earnest  and  sincere  devotion  to  Masonry,  he 
was  made  a  member  of  the  Royal  Order  of  Scotland  on  May 
19th,  1934. 
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The  funeral  service  over  our  departed  Brother  was  con¬ 
ducted  by  the  Rev.  Henry  R.  Young,  33°,  formerly  Rector 
of  St.  Hilda’s  Church,  who,  as  an  old  friend,  was  asked  to  take 
charge.  Interment  was  made  in  Mount  Pleasant  Cemetery 
where  a  large  attendance  of  business  friends  and  Brethren  of  his 
fraternal  affiliations  were  present  to  pay  their  last  honors. 
The  honorary  pall  bearers  were  Rutherford  Williamson,  R.  A. 
Biggs,  John  A.  Bothwell,  Lewis  F.  Riggs,  H.  G.  Clapperton, 
Howard  B.  Moore,  Wm.  J.  Stewart,  and  Wm.  G.  Mitchell. 
One  son,  Cardwell  L.  Walker,  one  daughter,  Mrs.  Ross  Ander¬ 
son,  two  grand-children  and  a  sister,  Mrs.  J.  R.  Wallace,  who 
resides  in  Fernie,  B.C.  survive  him. 

Thus  is  written  the  final  chapter  of  a  modest  and  un¬ 
assuming  gentleman,  who  rendered  consistent  and  efficient 
service  to  his  friends,  to  his  profession  and  to  our  Order. 
Although  he  was  so  unobtrusive,  his  associates  knew  and 
appreciated  his  strong  qualities  and  they  join  his  bereaved 
family  in  mourning  his  departure  from  amongst  us.

ALLAN  PEARSON  SHATFORD,  M.A.,  D.C.L 
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ILL/.  BRO/.  ALLAN  P.  SHATFORD,  33° 

Honorary  member  of  Supreme  Council,  died  on  17th 
August,  1935,  at  Conquerall  Bank,  N.S. 

He  was  born  at  St.  Margaret’s  Bay,  N.S.,  on  9th  May, 
1873,  being  the  son  of  James  E.  and  Anna  L.  Shatford. 

He  was  educated  at  King’s  Collegiate  School  and  King’s 
College,  Windsor,  N.S.,  graduating  as  B.A.  in  1895  and  M.A. 
in  1898. 

He  was  ordained  in  Christ  Church,  Windsor,  N.S.,  on 
Trinity  Sunday  1896  by  the  Bishop  of  Nova  Scotia,  the  Rt. 
Rev.  Frederick  Courtney,  D.D.  He  served  in  Bridgewater, 
N.S.,  and  North  Sydney,  N.S.,  and  in  1906  came  to  Montreal 
as  assistant  at  the  Church  of  St.  James  the  Apostle,  six  years 
later  becoming  Rector  of  that  Parish.  He  received  the 
honorary  degree  of  D.C.L.  in  1920,  and  later  honorary  degrees 
of  Doctorate  from  Bishop’s  College,  Lennoxville,  P.Q., 
Union  College,  Schenectady,  and  the  Universitv  of  Vermont, 
U.S.A. 

He  was  a  member  of  the  General,  Provincial  and  Dio¬ 
cesan  Synods,  Governor  of  the  Co-operated  Theological  Col¬ 
lege,  Life  Governor  of  the  Diocesan  College,  Montreal, 
Fellow  Governor  of  McGill  University,  Canon  of  Christ 
Church  Cathedral,  Montreal,  and  Delegate  to  Lausanne 
Conference  of  World  Unity  in  1927. 

Allan  P.  Shatford  was  a  conscientious,  faithful  and  in¬ 
spiring  preacher,  and  there  were  no  vacant  seats  in  his  Church 
when  he  preached.  He  was  an  exceedingly  interesting  and 
instructive  lecturer,  and  an  inimitable  after  dinner  speaker. 
These  qualities  made  a  constantly  increasing  demand  upon  his 
time  and  energy  and  an  increasing  strain  upon  his  vitality. 
There  was  no  burden  too  onerous,  no  task  too  heavy,  and  no 
duty  too  great  or  too  small  that  he  did  not  willingly  and 
cheerfully  accept,  welcoming  every  opportunity  to  serve  his 
fellow  men. 
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His  four  years  overseas  service  during  the  war,  when  he 
served  as  a  Padre  beloved  by  the  men,  also  took  a  heavy  toll 
upon  him. 

On  looking  over  a  list  of  the  various  offices  occupied  by 
him,  and  the  distinctions  awarded  to  him,  one  marvels  at  his 
capacity  for  work,  and  his  energy  and  success  in  carrying  it  on. 
And  yet,  despite  all  honours  and  distinctions,  he  ever  re¬ 
mained  to  those  who  knew  him  best  that  unassuming,  loyal, 
loving,  cheerful  and  affectionate  personality  known  as  Canon 
or  Allan  Shatford. 

He  was  a  tower  of  strength  in  Masonry.

Albert  Lodge,  Montreal,  P.Q.,  1907.  Affiliated  with  Royal 
Albert  Chapter,  Montreal,  P.Q.,  1907.  Affiliated  with 

Melita  Preceptory,  Montreal,  P.Q.,  1922.  District  Grand 
Chaplain,  Montreal,  P.Q.,  1909.  Deputy  Grand  Master, 
Grand  Lodge  of  Quebec,  1921-22.  Grand  Master,  Grand 
Lodge  of  Quebed,  1923-24.  First  Principal  Royal  Albert 
Chapter,  Montreal,  1922.  Grand  Z  of  Grand  Chapter  of 
Quebec,  1933-34.  Grand  Representative  of  England  in 
Quebec,  1933.  Scottish  Rite  Mason  32°,  1915.  Royal 
Order  of  Scotland,  1921.  Provincial  Grand  Master  for  P.Q., 
Royal  Order,  1933.  Grand  Chaplain,  Sovereign  Priory  of 
Canada,  1932-33.  Honorary  Member  of  Supreme  Council 
33°,  1931. 

Allan  P.  Shatford  died  as  he  would  have  wished,  after  a 
full  and  rounded  life,  still  in  harness  up  to  almost  the  day  of  his 
death,  carrying  with  him  in  the  greatest  possible  measure  the 
love  and  affection  of  his  intimate  friends,  and  respect  and 
admiration  throughout  the  whole  of  the  Dominion  of  Canada, 
in  the  Old  Country,  and  in  many  places  throughout  the 
United  States  as  well. 

The  funeral  service  and  burial  took  place  in  Nova  Scotia 
where  he  was  born  and  brought  up.  A  memorial  service  was 
held  in  the  Church  of  St.  James  the  Apostle,  Montreal,  the 
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Church  which  he  loved  and  served  for  thirty  years.  The 
Lord  Bishop  of  Montreal  officiated  and  the  service  was  at¬ 
tended  by  an  overflowing  congregation.  In  accordance  with 
a  request  in  a  letter  written  by  our  late  Brother,  special  music 
was  rendered,  the  note  of  which  was  happiness  rather  than 
sadness. 

In  his  passing  we  mourn  the  loss  of  a  Christian  gentleman, 
a  devoted  Mason,  and  a  loyal  and  loveable  Brother. 

To  his  widow  the  members  of  Supreme  Council  express 
their  sincere  sorrow  and  sympathy  in  her  bereavement.

ROBERT  BAIRD 
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ILL/.  BRO.\  ROBERT  BAIRD,  33° 

One  of  seven  children  born  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  William 
Baird  of  Sunderland,  Ontario,  the  late  Ill  /.  Bro  /.  Robert 
Baird,  commenced  on  February  7th,  1876,  a  career  that  was 
to  carry  him  to  brilliant  attainments. 

His  early  youth  and  training  were  passed  in  Eastern 
Canada,  between  1899  and  1900  Bro  .*.  Baird  taught  school  at 
Sunderland,  in  1900  he  attended  the  University  of  Toronto 
where  he  took  a  Master  of  Arts  degree  graduating  in  1904. 

Between  1904  and  1914  he  was  identified  with  the  Roya* 
Bank  of  Canada,  rising  to  the  post  of  assistant  manager  at 
one  of  the  Prairie  branches.  On  May  1st,  1914  he  became  the 
first  Inspector  of  British  Columbia  Municipalities  and  in  1934 
was  promoted  as  Deputy  Minister  of  municipal  affairs. 

While  it  was  for  outstanding  work  as  inspector  of  muni¬ 
cipalities  that  Bro  /.  Baird  was  chiefly  regarded,  there  are  few 
men  who  brought  more  genuine  ability  and  goodfellowship  to 
bear  on  the  problems  of  their  daily  work,  he  was  noted  both 
in  and  outside  of  the  civil  service  and  amongst  the  Freemasons 
for  his  many  acts  of  kindness  and  philanthropy  and  no  loss 
sustained  by  the  Province  and  Fraternity  will  be  more  keenly 
felt  than  that  occasioned  by  his  passing. 

Ill .'.  Bro  /.  Baird  was  a  distinguished  Freemason,  he  was 
initiated  in  Fidelity  Lodge  No.  428,  Ontario  and  was  also  a 
member  of  King  Hiram  Lodge  No.  78  in  the  same  Jurisdiction. 

In  Saskatchewan  he  was  a  charter  member  and  the  first 
Master  of  Zealandia  Lodge  No.  85  and  in  1920  he  was  made  an 
Hon.  Life  member  of  this  lodge,  also  he  became  D.D.G.  Master 
of  District  No.  5,  Saskatchewan.  Soon  after  his  arrival  in 
British  Columbia,  he  affiliated  with  Britannia  Lodge  No.  73. 
His  many  excellent  qualities  were  shortly  discovered  by  the 
Grand  Lodge  where  after  serving  many  important  offices 
amongst  them  that  of  D.D.G.  Master  he  was  elected  as  Grand 
Master  in  1928,  serving  that  position  with  distinction  and 
ability. 

His  interest  in  the  A.'.  &  A/.  S R  .*.  was  unbounded, 
a  careful  and  talented  ritualist,  possessing  as  well  sound  busi- 
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ness  ability,  he  was  a  tower  of  strength  to  the  Lodge  of  Per¬ 
fection  and  the  Rose  Croix  Chapter  in  Victoria  as  well  as  to 
the  Rite  throughout  the  whole  Province. 

In  October,  1934,  he  received,  at  the  hands  of  the  Supreme 
Council  the  Hon.  33rd  Degree.  His  genial  presence  and  his 
great  ability  will  be  mourned  for  many  a  day  to  come  by  his 
sorrowing  brethren  in  British  Columbia. 

He  is  survived  by  his  widow  and  one  daughter  at  the 
family  residence,  Victoria,  B.C.  —  H.H.W.
